May it please your Excellency, 

In the last Annual Report, that for 1863, which we had the prefatory 
honor to address to your Excellency’s predecessor in office, the 
late lamented Earl of Carlisle, we entered very minutely into the 
nature and extent of lunacy in all its different forms in this country, 
as well as into the existing and prospective accommodation, calcu- 
lated to afford suitable and adequate provision for the insane poor 
of Ireland. Since the date of that report no new asylum has New Asylums 
been brought into actual operation, but two are about being occu- progress, 
pied, one at Letterkenny for the county of Donegal, the other at 
Castlebar for the county of Mayo, the former constructed for 300, 
the latter for 250 inmates. The removal to. these institutions of 
the patients belonging to the two counties just named will fully 
relieve the already overcrowded district asylums at Derry and 
Ballinasloe, with which, for over a period of thirty years, they have 
been respectively associated. , . , 

The asylum at Ennis for 260 lunatics belonging to the county Emis. 
Clare, is now so far advanced that it will become available within 
a year, while by the transference to it of the patients chargea e 
to' Clare from the Limerick district asylum in which they are at 
present maintained, the latter will be quite equal to meet the 
wants of the city and county of Limerick. 

As yet the proposed institutions for Down at Downpatrick, and Down, 
for the united counties of Cavan and Monaghan near the own o 
-Monaghan, each calculated for the reception of 300 patients, are 
in a more backward condition than could be desired. rea 
difficulties connected with the selection of suitable sites, an e 
preparation of satisfactory plans, have practically interfere 
their progress ; now that these difficulties have been surmoun , 
we shall urge on the construction of the buildings wi i e view 
of having them completed at as early a period as wi e c n 
sistent with the proper execution of the works. , 

The institutions already in operation, with the five j 
red to, supplemented by some additional provision for a o 
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patients, principally in the metropolitan and Mullingar districts 
will, we anticipate, afford sufficient accommodation for the insane 
of all denominations, and who from the nature of their malady may 
he regarded as fairly chargeable, in asylums, on the public rates: 



Richmoiid So many counties, however, viz., Dublin, Louth, Wicklow 
Agmn Dis- Heath, Westmeath, and Longford, must necessarily be affected by 
a change in the existing order of things in the metropolitan and 
Mullingar districts, and so varied are the conflicting interests, that 
it will be a very difficult task for the Executive to give satisfaction 
to all parties. Indeed, as it is, members of the same grand juries 
disagree among themselves as to the best course to be pursued • 
as for example, in Wicklow, where some are anxious to have a 
separate establishment for their own county, while others are in 
favour of continuing annexed, as at present, to the Richmond or 
metropolitan asylum. 

Under these circumstances it is clear that, however much dis- 
posed your Excellency may be to consult the wishes of local 
authorities, it will in the end become incumbent on the executive to 
carry out the provisions of the various statutes, which impose a 
special obligation on the Lord Lieutenant in Council to make 
suitable provision for the maintenance and proper treatment of 
the lunatic poor of this kingdom in public asylums.

No doubt, establishments for the insane are in every way more 
costly than other benevolent institutions, both from tbeir structural 
peculiarities and the current expense of tbeir support; hence, there 
exists in many influential quarters strong objections to their increase ; 
still, as supplying means to an end, they stand pre-eminently use- 
ful, not only in relation to the individuals themselves who perso- 
nally and directly benefit by them, but as regards the community at 
large, whose social well-being is necessarily protected through tbeir 
means; for while it is incontestably patent that mental disease is on 
the one hand as curable, and on the other as certainly propagated 
as bodily affections, a public good is attained by harbouring betimes 
those whose malady, if allowed to progress out of doors, might be 
productive of unfavourable results. Thus an opportunity is afforded 
not only to the curable to regain their lost reason through timely 
and judicious treatment, hut to the incurable, to run, in safety their 
remaining course of life. Tour Excellency will therefore perceive 
that, as beads of the department intrusted to our supervision and 
control, we have, as it were, a twofold object before us in adminis- 
tering to the wants of the insane. 



Statistics of It may be inferred, from the fact that no new accommodation 
became available within the past year, that little alteration has 
taken place in the number of lunatics within our immediate in- 
spection. On the 1st January, 1864, there were in public asylums, 
4,672 ; in poorhouses, between actual lunatics, epileptics, and im- 
beciles, 2,455 ; in gaols, “ criminsd” and “ dangerous,” 389 ; in 
private licensed houses, 556 ; and at Dundrum, or the criminal 
asylum, 127> besides 73 formerly in the Houses of Industry, but now 
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maintained by Government, making an aggregate of 8,272 human 
beings labouring under some distinct form of mental affection. At 
the corresponding date, in January, 1865, the relative proportions 
were as follow in public asylums, 4,729 ; in workhouses, 2,563 ; 
in gaols, 452 ; in private licensed houses, 553 ; at Dundrum and 
maintained by Government, 188 ; constituting on the whole a 
surplus difference of 213 in the latter year. 

During the past twelvemonth we instituted no inquiry into the h™ at large, 
number of the reputed insane at large, and who, comparatively- 
speaking, are unprovided for. The doing so involves nosmallamount 
of trouble, while the information collected by persons who, how- 
ever intelligent in other respects are necessarily incapable of 
classifying mental diseases, cannot be accepted as accurate in de- 
tail. : The most recent constabulary returns made out in 1862, 
and now before us, afford a total between both sexes of 8,200, as 
being deemed imbecile, epileptic, or in some way mentally affected 
throughout the 266 police districts of this country. 

By preparing accommodation in district asylums for 6,800 in- Total n»mmo- 
mates, we apprehend, every legitimate object will be attained, for datl0 °' 
if to it be added the provision in- the central asylum, now ex- 
tended to 1 7 0 patients, and what is to be found in private establish- 
ments for the better classes, we arrive at a total accommodation 
in round numbers of 7,600 beds, or in proportion, to the popula- 
tion of Ireland — one too not likely, under existing circumstances, 
to increase — of a bed to every 760 of the inhabitants, a proportion 
fully equal to the most advanced statistics of insanity. If, however, 
every person labouring under the milder forms of epilepsy, or if 
every imbecile or harmless idiot were to he located in asylums, 
whether being admitted at the solicitation of their friends, or 
transferred to them from poorhouses (as some hoards of guardians 
would desire, from the mistaken idea of sparing local rates), it 
is quite clear a much larger asylum provision, with a very consi- 
derable outlay for buildings and personal maintenance would he 
entailed thereby, all of winch would, as a matter of course, fall on 
the occupying tenants; for unlike what obtains under the poor law 
system, where the landlord pays a certain portion of the tax, he is 
altogether exempted in the support of hospitals for the insane. 

Independent of the general accommodation just submitted Asylum actom- 
to your Excellency’s notice, we would direct the attention of the “bUc^tiento. 
Executive to a subject whicli we have already proposed, as being 
well worthy of consideration. We allude to the advisability 
of making certain provision for the insane belonging to the civil, 
military, and naval services, who, while on active duty, may 
he attacked with mental disease in this country, and who from 
the very nature of their occupations, and the changeability of 
their, /abode, possess no personal claims on public charities. 

§.oldiejrs,. sailors, as well as members of the police and con- 
stabulary,, .like the rest of mankind, are not exempt from 
lunacy ; unfortunately, however, when affected by that visitation. 
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the greatest difficulty is found in procuring them even a temporary 
refuge in asylums, as thereby they occupy room already perhaps 
insufficient to meet the wants of the immediate district. Without 
imposing on Government the expense of erecting a separate institu- 
tion, with some forty or fifty beds, for the reception of such patients, 
we think a very desirable object could be attained by the alloca- 
tion of a part, specially provided for that purpose, of one of the new 
buildings, which must necessarily be constructed for the metro- 
politan counties. From our Tenth Report the following obser- 
vations, which we are happy to find have been since supported 
by the English Commissioners in Lunacy, are reproduced: — 

“ For example, considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
making even an indifferent provision for soldiers becoming insane, 
whether at home or abroad. Enlisted, as they frequently are, at 
a long distance from their station, and trnable to give an account 
of themselves, it is impossible to find out with certainty the loca- 
lities to which they belong ; and no Asylum Board will admit 
them as a matter of right, unless their chargeability is fairly estab- 
lished. The same holds good, or is perhaps stronger, in regard 
to the police force ; for when a party belonging to it has been 
resident for some years in a different district, the local authorities 
of his place of birth not unfrequently deny his claim, because of a 
long-continued absence from it; whilst those of the county in 
which he may happen to become insane refuse his application, on 
the ground that both by birth and the very nature of his duties 
he is a total stranger. Thus it has occurred, that in the early 
stages of the malady, active treatment, on which so much depends, 
has been delayed, and in the end admission only obtained through 
repeated official applications, or by our own personal interference. 
Our attention, too, has been directed by the heads of the Con- 
stabulary Department to the necessity of having some regular 
institution in which, where doubt or suspicion existed, the mental 
condition of parties belonging to their force might be tested. We 
believe that a considerable portion of the cost of maintenance, at 
least for a period of six months, during which time, in a majority 
of the genuine eases of insanity, cures would be effected, might he 
paid from funds proper to these different services.”

On an analysis .of the expenditure hitherto incurred in the 
erection and furnishing of asylums, and the purchase of land 
attached to them, we believe that £7 would represent with 
tolerable accuracy the annual interest thereon for each patient, 
as against perhaps £l for the ordinary pauper inmate of a union 
workhouse. The current yearly maintenance of a lunatic averages 
£20 ; that for a pauper, £8 ; consequently the total charge per 
annum on the ratepayer may be estimated at £27 and £9 for each, 
respectively. 

Totally exclusive of the outlay on buildings, the cost of sup- 
porting the insane poor of all denominations in Ireland, no matter 
where located, during the twelvemonth just expired, including 
those in poorhouses at the usual rate for common inmates, viz., 
£8 per head, reached an aggregate of about £120,000, of 
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which £96,000 was disbursed in asylums. Large, comparatively 
speaking, as the expenditure lias grown in these last-named estab- 
lishments, it has not as yet reached its maximum; neither can 
it until such time as the requisite accommodation to which we 
have directed your Excellency’s attention will have been com- 
pleted. But while considering the extent of this general expen- 
diture, it should be borne in mind that if the outlay of money is 
counterbalanced by the advantages derivable therefrom, it is well 
and judiciously employed ; and when objections are raised to the 
cost of public asylums, wo should not overlook the fact that by 
checking the development of lunacy, a disease of progressive 
tendency, we render, not only a present, but lasting service to 
society. 

Adverting to the state of district asylums within the period Patients in 
embraced in this report, there were in them on the 1st January, Asylums Curing 
1864, 4,672 patients — 2,439 males, 2,233 females — while on 1 the “ 

1st of January, 1865, the aggregate of both sexes was 4,729, or 
iu excess 57. 1,242 new cases were admitted — 614 males, 628 

females — consequently, there was a total in hospital during the 
year 1864 of 5,914. 

Comparing the results of treatment in the two past years with Results of 
each other, they would appear almost analogous, and if placed in treatment - 
juxtaposition with what obtains in England and elsewhere, favour- 
able on the whole. The actual cures, so far as their value can 
be measured, when judged of by admissions, are proportionately 
large, being at the rate of 47'18 per cent.; but if by the total 
under treatment, a little under than 10 per cent. — a result, at first 
sight, and in the abstract not very encouraging — it is one, however, 
under similar circumstances observable in every other country. 

The relative number of recoveries in public institutions does not 
necessarily aiford a just criterion of the curability of mental 
disease; for when asylums have been found inadequate to meet 
the wants of a district, they are sure to become tenanted by old 
and hopeless cases — -the accumulation of a series of years ; the 
consequence is, that in such districts there is at all times a large 
portion of outstanding applicants for admission, lapsing from day to 
day into a chronic state ; many of whom, as we have already noticed, 
on evincing violent or dangerous propensities — and others, it must 
he added, without such justifiable reason — are committed by magis- 
trates to prison for want of proper hospital accommodation ; hence 
the obvious utility of effecting a provision whereby patients can 
be received at that early period of their malady when professional 
aid is most likely to be efficacious. To this point, which has always 
engaged, our attention, a steady approach is being made, and when 
reached we believe a certain check will be given both to the con- 
tinuance and spread of insanity. 

One hundred and fifteen cases, for the most part at the request Discharges and 
of their friends, were discharged convalescent, and 68 unim- death! ' 
proved but tranquil. The deaths, 410 — 218 males, 192 females — 
average 8'68 per cent, on the daily number under treatment, 
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a mortality by no means large, but greater by £ per cent, than 
in 1863. Two deaths were accidental; no suicide or homicide 
occurred. Eight patients escaped, 4 of them as recovered, sim- 
ply anticipating their discharge; thus there remained on the 3 1st 
December, 1864, 4,729 lunatics — 2,465 males and 2,264 females— 
in the seventeen public asylums of this country. 

With regard to the general management of these various estab- 
lishments, as prescribed by orders in council, we are enabled to 
report from constant visitations to them in satisfactory terms. With 
an occasional but rare exception, boards meet for the despatch of 
ordinary business once a month ; more frequently in some large 
establishments, as the Cork, Belfast, Richmond, and from time to 
time for special purposes in all. 

We find that in those localities where Governors have a long 
distance to travel to their different asylums the attendance is more 
limited than elsewhere, for which reason it would be highly ad- 
visable to increase their number by the appointment of gentlemen 
resident in the vicinity of these institutions. 

The fiscal business of Irish Asylums being primarily regulated 
in our office, and all tenders for supplies examined and ap- 
proved of by us, we are in a position to form a correct opinion 
as to the mode of expenditure, and the accuracy with which 
local accounts are kept. This affords us the opportunity of stating 
for the information of your Excellency that no incorrect use has 
been made of the moneys advanced quarterly by the Treasury, and 
that no case of defalcation has had to be inquired into by us in 
the last twelvemonth. In some instances contractors for sup- 
plies having failed, or being unable to meet their engagements, 
new tenders, on application from the Boards of Asylums, have 
been advertised for and accepted by us, while in others, when 
the parties had means, they were required to carry out their 
proposals. 

Owing to irregularities which occurred from time to time at 
local Boards with respect to the taking of contracts, we issued a 
circular in accordance with the views of the Lords Commissioners 
of the^ Treasury, in order to prevent a recurrence of them, by 
establishing fixed regulations, as well as for the purpose of 
enforcing their due fulfilment when made. 

We have every reason to believe that an almost uniform system 
of kindness and compassion towards the insane continues to be 
maintained in our public asylums. Ho doubt instances came to our 
knowledge where attendants had been harsh or inconsiderate, 
and in which, unless strong extenuating circumstances were 
adduced, the offending parties have been promptly discharged, or 
fined ; at the same time some allowance should be made for the 
trying position in which servants in asylums are not unfre- 
quently placed, and particularly in this country, where from the 
smallness of wages, a class of persons has been hitherto much 
employed by no means suited to their avocations, particularly as 

upon their judgment and discretion no small portion of the coih- 
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fort and tlie quietude of the patient depends. Indeed we might 
instance one asylum, the Clonmel, from which no less then fourteen 
attendants emigrated to America in the course of last year, and 
simply on the score of wages. ' In this particular, however, ah 
improvement is going on — more liberal allowances being conceded 
latterly. 

The interior arrangements, those particularly of a thoroughly Interior 
useful character, are in a gradual but marked state of amendment ; ™“>8«ne»ta. 
lavatories, bath-rooms, workshops, and water-closets of an improved 
description have been introduced, while, when the opportunity 
offered, the day-rooms and dormitories in some of the old asylums 
have been enlarged and made more airy ; but until a portion of 
the patients at present in overcrowded institutions, such as the 
Carlow, Limerick, and Londonderry, are removed to the asylums 
in preparation for them at Wexford, Clare, and Letterkenny, little 
in the way of structural changes can he carried out, the number of 
workmen to be employed in such alterations would cause, from 
want of room, so serious an inconvenience to the inmates. 

Within the lapse of from two to three years, we anticipate that 
no district asylum in Ireland will be deficient in any of the sub- 
stantial requisites that tend to the health and well-being of the 
insane. 

Latterly very liberalideas have been promulgated with reference Fumituie .1 
to the furnishing or rather the decoration of institutions for the 
lunatic poor. Highly advisable as it unquestionably is that their 
habitations should be cheerful in appearance, warm, well venti- 
lated, and supplied with duo requisites for domestic comforts, and 
at the same time maintained throughout with a strict regard to 
neatness and order, we cannot but think that the previous con- 
dition of their occupants should not he altogether overlooked, and 
the likelihood, when cured, of their being exposed to certain pri- 
vations, which by too great a contrast might be the more sensitively 
felt. 

The quantity of land attached to public asylums now occupied, Asji™ fsm,. 
amounts to 343 acres, being in the ratio of about an acre to seven 
male inmates. The cost of farming the entire last year, including 
stewards’ and gardeners’ wages, as well as all incidental expenses, 
such as fencing, draining, manure, seeds, &c., reached a sum of 
£2,299. The return in value between the actual receipts for 
produce sold, and the worth at market price of produce consumed 
was £4,296, thus leaving a profit of Tl,997. This exhibits a 
satisfactory result in a pecuniary point of view, and indicates the 
advantages of having farms connected with public asylums. W e 
are convinced from a long experience that where sufficient land is 
obtainable for the purpose, it would be highly advisable to have 
dairies for the supply of pure milk, an article not only the most 
expensive from the quantity of its consumption, but notoriously 
the most liable to adulteration ; a great saving would he thereby 

effected. 

_ In support of the correctness of our views we would observe, that Supply of malt, 
within the last year the Metropolitan Asylum has been principally 
supplied -with milk from the farm belonging to it, diluting the pure 
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article, as it comes from the cow, in the proportion of five parts of 
water to seven of milk; and on comparing the mixture with what is 
supplied by contract as genuine, there is no perceptible difference 
between the two, either as tested by the tongue or lactometer. 

Independent of the profit derivable from farms, as appears from 
the statement just made, a most important consideration is in- 
volved. They afford outdoor occupation, and if there he one 
curative or tranquillizing accessory better than another, it will be 
found in exercise, and the healthful employment of the insane out 
of doors. 

The main deficiency in hospitals for the insane is referable 
in great measure to an absence of means for the continued occu- 
pation of their inmates, to whom nothing can be more injurious 
than a monotonous do-nothing existence within the precincts 
of a lunatic institution. At the same time we feel justified in 
stating that from year to year a steady progress in the right 
direction is observable, and that from being exceptional as formerly, 
employment, amusements of various kinds in and out door, musical 
entertainments, and excursions into the country, under the care 
of watchful attendants are becoming general; thus the barriers 
which hitherto separated the sane from their less fortunate 
fellow-creatures are gradually disappearing, and the lunatic is 
beginning to be regarded with much less prejudice and distrust. 

The system of tuition progresses satisfactorily in those asylums 
where it has been adopted, so that we trust to see it more fully 
recognised ; not that as yet any particular educational benefit is 
noticeable from it, but as serving to occupy the minds and time of 
the patients, it produces good effects, and by abstracting the atten- 
tion from delusions, tends to produce habits of regularity and 
order. 

In the course of the year we submitted a short code of rules 
which were passed by an order in council, for the better manage- 
ment of asylum Schools, now affiliated to the Board of National 
Education, and for authorizing salaries to be paid to the teachers 
in them out of the usual Treasury advances. 

On the.subject of religious observances, we have again to express 
our conviction of their general utility, and the soothing influence 
they exercise ; in fact, we are not aware of a single instance during 
the past twelvemonth where inconvenient consequences resulted 
from them in regard to the feeling and demeanour of the inmates 
of all persuasions towards each other in' lunatic asylums; but at 
Belfast, as heretofore, a majority of the Governors is opposed to 
the ministration of Chaplains of any creed in their institution. 
We regret this opposition which, in the opinion of many influential 
residents in the district, amounts to an actual injustice towards a 
large section of the patients, while we ourselves are disposed to 
think, that were clergymen permitted to officiate in it under the 
cautious rules passed by the Lord Lieutenant in council, the 
insane within its walls would give an example of quietude and 
forbearance not unworthy of imitation out of doors. 

The dietary in Irish asylums, though not uniform, being more 
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liberal, particularly as regards animal food, in some establishments 
than in others, continues on the whole to be good. Under the 
Privy Council regulations, a discretionary power is given to the 
Inspectors to alter it as they deem fit, but beyond effecting certain 
modifications we have not latterly interfered. To Local Boards 
best' cognizant with the habitual mode of living of the poor of their 
respective districts, the superintendence of domestic arrangements 
legitimately pertains, particularly as they act under the advice of 
the Medical Superintendents, who have full power to order such 
extras as they please. During the past twelve months contracts 
generally were of an average price, with the exception of those for 
meat and clothing, which were higher than in former years. 

We have already stated that the current expenditure for the Expenditure, 
support and maintenance of lunatic asylums amounted in 1864, to 
£96,000 ; of this sum £902, or about one per cent., was covered Paying 
by paying patients. Legally speaking, a public district hospital P atl ™ ts - 
thr the insane should not admit any individuals having means of 
their own ; the cases admitted, however, from whom money is taken 
are very exceptional indeed, and then only under peculiar circum- 
stances, when refusal would seem almost an act of harshness. 

This brings us to the consideration of how far there exists a intermediate 
necessity for the establishment of wliat are called intermediate Asylums, 
asylums, or asylums for a class of the community above the 
ordinary grade of the “ insane poor” who are unable to meet the 
charges of regular private asylums, through which the proprietors 
derive emolument and income. We are satisfied that two or three 
such establishments in Ireland, if properly conducted, would 
prove highly useful ; but we do not think, as proposed by some 
influential and humane gentlemen, that it would, be advisable for 
Government to identify itself with or take part in their construction. 

It appears to ns to be altogether a question of local importance, 
and calculated for the benefit of a class only ; at the same time we 
are convinced, that self-supporting establishments of the kind, say 
for an aggregate of from three to four hundred patients, which 
would be the maximum, must confer a great boon on society at 
large in this country, and as a humane speculation be unattended 
with pecuniary loss. 

Some years ago, we suggested the extension of St. Patrick's Proposal 
Hospital — the institution founded by the celebrated Dean Swift— 
to meet the most desirable object of an intermediate asylum ; it HoipM. 
is so practically at present in a minor degree. Government has 
advanced to the institution from time to time £25,000 ; numerous 
legacies have been left it, and we believe, as urged before by. us, 
that in enlarging the sphere of utility of St. Patrick’s Hospital, 
we should only aid in carrying out the more fully and the more 
efficiently the benevolent object of its illustrious founder. 

In fact the only difficulty — one, perhaps, more in appearance 
than reality — -is connected with the wording of the testator’s direc- 
tions, which say that the establishment, if a suitable site can be 
had, is to be erected near Steevens’s Hospital, in the city of Dublin. 

Like St. Luke’s in London, it is now in the town and eurrounded 
by buildings. We would recommend its removal to a more open 
and salubrious situation some two or three miles distant in the coun- 
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try, and instead of having the patients, 147 in number, restricted 
as at present to a compass of five or six acres of ground, that the 
existing premises should be disposed of, and that -with the pro- 
ceeds thereof and a portion of the surplus money, £22,000, iu 
the funds, an asylum perfect in modern improvements, and for 
double the number of inmates, should be constructed, and sur- 
rounded by a farm of proportional extent ; that a graduated scale 
of charges for maintenance according to the means of applicants 
for admission should be arranged, while the institution, in accord- 
ance with the will of the founder, should continue as heretofore 
under the same control and management. From its intrinsic 
merits and practical utility, we would venture to express a hope 
that this question may not be considered unworthy of your Excel- 
lency’s consideration. 

Before concluding our general observations on this branch of 
the present report, there is a subject to which we beg to direct 
your Excellency’s attention. It is one which daily comes within our 
cognizance, and has reference to the insane of restricted means. 
Under the head of “ Chancery Lunatics,” and in regard to them, 
the Royal Commission of Inquiry, having as chairman the late 
Sir Thomas Redington, reported on the laws of this country, 
suggesting certain alterations and amendments in them. It is not 
within our province to discuss the merits of these alterations or 
amendments, but we feel justified in quoting the following extracts, 
conveying in better and clearer language than we can command 
our own sentiments, which are identical with those expressed by 
the Commission: — 

“ There remains now to he considered, in connexion with this 
‘ subject, that class of lunatics who, of humbler means and position, 
are unable to defray the cost of a Commission de Lunatico, but 
whose small, though not to them insignificant, property is liable 
to be wasted, to the injury of their family and children. 

“We think that in eases where the annual income or net amount 
of the property is small, the Inspectors, being Commissioners, on 
application in writing, certified by two Justices, and accompanied 
by a medical report showing the presumed insanity of the party, 
should he empowered to hold an inquiry into the state of mind of 
the person represented as being insane, and that should they certify 
to tue insanity of the party, a copy of such certificate should be 
lodged with the Clerk of the Peace for the county where the pro- 
perty is situated, and forwarded to the applicant as well as to 
the next of kin to the lunatic. 

“ The Assistant-Barrister, on production of such certificate, and 
on application, should make such order relative to the possession 
and use of the lunatic’s property, during his lunacy, as he may 
think fit, and should order the payment thereout annually of such 
sums as might be deemed proper for the lunatic’s maintenance, 
and who of course would be subject to the regular visitation of 
the Inspectors.” 

The Commissioners do not allude to funded moneys; but it is to 
be presumed they intended their suggestions to embrace indivi- 
duals possessed solely of such means. 

The costs of an ordinary Commission de Lunatico averages 
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about £70, while the property at issue may be annually little 
above one half that amount ; or if in ready money, not more than 
a few hundred pounds. Where then the shadow of a doubt can- 
not exist as to the mental condition of a party, the expensive 
machinery of a regular commission might be safely and charitably 
spared to humble and afflicted relatives. 

As just stated, it would not become us to question Legislative 
enactments; nevertheless, even in the instance of individuals in 
better circumstances, we have known where large sums were most 
uselessly expended in litigation, to the difect loss of the unhappy 
lunatic, who at the time was, and long before had been, unmistak- 
ably and hopelessly demented, worn out in mind and paralyzed in 
body. 

The periodicity of reports annually presented to Parliament on General 
any particular branch of the public service, renders it difficult for Observation*. 
their compilers to furnish new topics in each, so that were we to 
generalize on the statistics of insanity and the deductions to he 
obtained from them, we should in great measure he obliged to 
repeat what has been already stated by us. On the present occasion 
we may then confine ourselves to remarking that the results of our 
experience during the past year fully hear out the no.w generally 
recognized and exciting causes of mental disease, and the fact 
that while physical ones predominate in its production among 
males, and moral or emotional among females, both sexes are alike 
liable to the malady from habits of dissipation and insobriety. 

Special medical treatment, no doubt, but particularly in cases 
where insanity is connected with bodily affections, is of paramount 
importance ; still the treatment which reacts on the intellectual 
and sentimental portion of our nature is not a less permanent and 
certain curative, and hence the advantage of having the staffs 
belonging tcf asylums, from the physician in charge of them to the 
humblest attendant, suited to their duties, and suitably remu- 
nerated. On this head we must say there is a deficiency in Irish Salaries ana 
hospitals for the insane, the salaries and wages to those employed ' rage! - 
in them, on the whole, being still below what ought to be reason- 
ably paid for effective services. 

Hereditary or family predisposition to mental derangement, is Hereditary pre- 
now so fully authenticated that we need scarcely refer to the fjSSy™ *° 
frequency of its influence. At the same time we may notice, in 
illustration, that at the Armagh Asylum, from the statistical tables 
of last year, it appears there was an unmarried female patient 
whose three sisters and a first cousin died lunatic there ; and a 
widow, whose father, mother, and two sisters had been formerly 
among its inmates ; hut the most extraordinary instance that has 
come to our knowledge was in the case of three members of the 
same family — two sisters, young and intelligent-looking girls, and 
a brother, being all attacked with acute mania on the same even- 
ing, and under which they are still labouring in the Cork District 
Asylum. The occurrence took place some months ago, at the 
wedding of a brother, who since then, as we are informed, has 
himself evinced symptoms of insanity. 
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POOR-HOUSES. 

We now approach another subject of considerable importance, 
that connected with the workhouses of this country in reference 
to the statistics of lunacy, and the treatment of the actual insane 
or mentally affected to he found in them. In the returns which 
we obtained the lunatic, idiotic, and epileptic inmates of these 
institutions are grouped under three heads, 1st, those suscep- 
tible of curative treatment ; 2nd, incurables, but who require 
constant or special care and attendance ; 3rd, persons not unfit to 
remain in the body of the workhouse and mix with the paupers 
generally. On the 1st January, 1865, the total of both sexes 
within the above categories amounted to 2,563, of whom nearly 
one half, or 1,265, belonging to the third class, were diffused 
among the ordinary inmates placed on the common house diet, and 
at liberty, for the most part, to leave when they pleased ; their 
malady consisting principally of simple epilepsy, uncomplicated 
with dangerous symptoms. 'The difference, or 1,298, was com- 
posed of 284 lunatics regarded as curable, and of 1,014 hopelessly 
demented, or subject to continued and severe attacks of epilepsy. 
These latter classes occupied separate wards to themselves, were 
allowed more liberal sustenance, getting animal food three times 
in the week, and, generally speaking, under daily medical super- 
vision. 

Although we cannot consider the insane to he as well circum- 
stanced in workhouses as they might be, still they are very far 
from being in their former neglected condition. In some unions 
they are treated with commendable care and consideration, and the 
suggestions submitted by us on our visits to them, for the con- 
sideration of Boards of Guardians, are carried into effect. The 
main difficulty to contend with arises from the diffusion of the 
insane through so many as 163 workhouses, and the obviously 
uncalled for expense in establishing in each of them anything like 
an organized management. The fact is, in many unions, as at 
Glynn, Dunfanagliy, Portumna, &c., there are not more than two 
lunatic patients, while in others, as the North and South Dublin, 
there are no less, of all denominations, than 229 ; in Belfast, 147 ; 
in Limerick, 74. The consequence is, that unless the number of 
the insane in any one workhouse be so large as to justify the 
Guardians to employ paid attendants, they are left altogether 
under the charge of common paupers, who get some little remune- 
ration in the way of increased rations for their self-imposed duties. 

lo okvBte the disadvantages of this indifferent supervision, and 
establish a more regular system, whereby better accommodation 
. P r<m “ e .“> *he erection of auxiliary buildings to asylums 

might be avoided, it becomes a question whether now in the 
untenanted state of some workhouses, one in each small county, 
and two in the very large ones, such as Cork and Galway, might 
°P 9n healthful localities, where there is land attached to 
them, have a portion of them fitted up in a plain way for epileptics, 
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idiots, and the demented, chargeable of course to the unions at 
large from which they had been removed. We have already sug- 
gested a proposition somewhat similar to the present, and revert to 
it again from a more mature experience of the subject, and a 
desire to ameliorate the condition of every section of the insane 
in the speediest and most economic mode. Neither do we think 
that in our recommendation we wander from the principle of having 
special asylum provision, although much more expensive ill its pre- 
paration and working, for the many who absolutely need it. 

If, for illustration sake, we take the county Kilkenny, having niu-tmin 
a population of 147,000 inhabitants, and an asylum for 170 
patients, with its five unions, containing between them forty hope- 
lessly demented and epileptic inmates, or an average of eight in 
each workhouse; our proposition would be, to place them all in one 
workhouse in the open country, such as that at Callan, having airy 
exercise grounds; to employ paid attendants, and that each patient 
should be charged to his own union at large. Thus an organiza- 
tion is at once founded at an extra cost to the county of certainly 
less than £300 a-year, and, at the same time, a saving in the 
expense of treatment, enlargement, and of an additional staff at tho 
asvlum effected. In this manner, for all practical purposes, at a 
minimum cost to the ratepayers of the district, we derive material 
benefits, and do away with the opposition advanced by Poor Law 
Guardians against the admission of idiots and imbeciles into their 
respective workhouses from hospitals which should be mainly de- 
voted to the treatment of lunacy, but which, when overcrowded 
with patients utterly fatuous, possessing a mere animal exist- 
ence, no longer sustain the main object of their erection. 

From the number of parties committed to prison under the 1 
Tic., c. 27, and 8 & 9 Vic., o. 107, as dangerous lunatics, a cir- < raoi.s from 
curastauce principally owing to the want of competent and ex- ^ orkhouses. 
perienced persons to look after them when disposed to be at all 
unruly, as well as to a very prevalent disposition among Poor Law 
Guardians and officials to get rid, ill the most summary manner, of 
troublesome inmates, we had a circular issued in the course of Circular on the 
last autumn to the various Boards of Governors of District Asylums ee 

in Ireland, and at the same time, at our suggestion, the Commis- 
sioners for administering the Laws for Ilelief of the Poor trans- 
mitted a corresponding one to each of the unions throughout the 
country, for the purpose of obviating this constant committal of 
lunatics to gaols and bridewells. Directions were given to the 
masters of workhouses to notify all urgent cases of insanity to tho 
resident physician of the district asylum, who, in his turn, was io 
receive patients, when duly certified, at once, or on the first avail- 
able vacancies. This arrangement would work very favourably if 
a reciprocity could he established whereby fatuous or utterly de- 
mented and idiotic patients might be taken from asylums and 
violent or curable cases in workhouses, to which both were alike 
chargeable, substituted. A great easing would be thereby effected 
in hospitals for the insane, particularly in those on which there ex- 
ists much pressure. 
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It is to be regretted that up to the present the authorities of 
some workhouses have not paid due attention to the instructions 
on this head issued by their own Commissioners. 

In making the preceding observations with reference to an in. 
terchange of the insane, it is however conditional on our part that 
with suitable accommodation, he it even of the plainest nature 
due personal care should be secured, through the appointment of 
competent and paid attendants, to the class of patients transferred 
to poorhouses as at first suggested. 

On referring to the general statistics of union workhouses dur- 
ing the past year, it will he found that the deaths amounted 
to 6 per cent., and as immediately regards the reputed insane 
of all denominations to 7 97 per cent., being about the common 
average. Some years ago the reverse obtained to a marked degree, 
hence the very fair and satisfactory inference may be drawn that 
a moro generous and humane treatment is being recognised in 
poorhouses on behalf of our less fortunate fellow creatures of im- 
becile mind, or of those labouring under epilepsy, the saddest 
perhaps of all visitations. 

Besides the individuals just referred to there is a class having 
peculiar claims on the sympathy of those to whom Providence has 
extended the full exercise of reason. We refer to congenital 
idiots, whose numbers at present appear to us much less, compara- 
tively speaking, as regards the population at large, than was the 
case some sixteen or eighteen years ago. The famine of 1846 and 
1847, and the great destitution which pervaded the country at 
that period, was most fatally felt by those unhappy creatures, from 
their own utter helplessness, and the inability of the poor cottiers, 
on whose charity their previous scanty sustenance depended, to 
afford them relief. As a farther cause of their diminution, we 
would refer to the fact that imbecile women, to whom they owe 
parentage in no small degree, from finding a permanent refuge in 
poorhouses, are gradually ceasing to propagate the malady. Certain 
it is that at the close of the year 1864 we learn, from the returns 
transmitted to us, and made up under the authority of the Medical 
Officers attached to asylums, that the aggregate of congenital idiots 
in them was limited to 31. 

In the last census returns idiots and imbeciles are grouped under 
the one head, and as the term imbecile is very elastic in its significa- 
tion it is impossible to arrive at any definite information as to the 
exact number coming properly under the specific designation of 
“ Congenital Idiotcy.” In order then to arrive at a correct esti- 
mate on this point, we purpose to obtain, through the Commissioners 
for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, whose 
co-operation has been always most courteously given, a return of 
the out cases of actual idiocy signed by the Medical Officer of 
each dispensary district. Pending this inquiry we do not feel in 
a position, however anxious to benefit the class in question, to 
suggest any particular mode of carrying out an object iu itself so 
desirable. 
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GAOLS. 

The inspection of gaols, and the supervision of lunatics commit- 
fed to them as being dangerous to themselves or others, constitute 
no unimportant part of our official duties. On the 31st December, Statistics. 
1863, in these institutions — thirty-eight in all — the number of in- 
sane confined amounted to 389 ; and at the same date in 1864 to 
452, being an excess of 56 in the latter year. The total in custody 
during the course of the intervening twelvemonth was 1,115, of 
whom 381 were removed by us to district asylums under warrants 
of the Lord Lieutenant ; 9 were placed in private licensed houses, 

262 were liberated by the committing Magistrates as convalescent, 
or ceasing to be dangerous, and 44 died (inclusive of one by his own 
hand), constituting a mortality little greater in proportion than 
that in asylums during the same period. Indeed, in justice to the Liberality of 
gaol authorities, we feel bound to state that, generally speaking, 
they are disposed to carry out our suggestions for the benefit of deuce, 
the insane so far as the limited capabilities of a prison afford an 
opportunity, and that local Boards of Superintendence authorize 
their respective medical officers to give such extra liberty and diet 
to lunatics as may he deemed advisable ; not, however, that 
physicians act in all places, as for example, at Monaghan, with 
that liberality toward the class in question we could desire. As 
in workhouses,' the lunatic inmates of prisons vary very much in 
number ; in some scarcely any are to be found, and then only for 
a few days, or until such time as warrants can he procured for 
their removal. When, however, asylum provision is too restricted 
for the requirements of a district, the prisons belonging to it are 
sure to be incumbered with lunatics, hence the very justifiable ob- 
jection to their detention in these establishments. No doubt the 
individuals themselves benefit by isolation and the absence of ex- 
citement, and are better circumstanced than if they were at liberty 
while the public at large is to a certain extent protected by their 
confinement. 

In antecedent reports we have fully expressed our sentiments ° { 

on the committal of individuals to gaols under the plea of dan- 
gerous insanity, as well as on the abuses of a statute which, if 
strictly carried out, would prove beneficial in many instances; but 
the liberties taken with it by Magistrates, and the looseness with 
which they put its provisions into operation, tend to neutralize 
its value, for, on the most frivolous pretexts, persons^ reputed to 
“ labour under a derangement of mind, with an intention to com- 
mit indictable offences,” are too frequently immured in prison 
through the intervention of relations or poorhouse officials anxious 
only to get rid of their charges. 

With all its contingent inconveniences we should not, however, 
desire to see the Act repealed, certainly not before adequate 
accommodation for the insane poor will have been established, 
when it is to he hoped that the abuses already referred to will 
gradually decline of themselves; meanwhile the inconveniences 
emanating from them must he remedied by us as best they can. 

The proposition of empowering Justices of the Peace to send 
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lunatics direct to asylums does not seem to us feasible, for various 
reasons ; the mention of one may be sufficient— namely, a want of 
room at all times for their reception; and, even if there were room 
at present, we think that the authority would be unwisely bestowed, 
for if Magistrates, influenced no doubt by charitable motives, and 
an interest in the well-being of their own respective neighbour- 
hoods, commit one year with another from 800 to 1,000 excep- 
tional cases to prisons as being dangerously violent, or for having 
attempted to perpetrate some criminal act, they would at once set 
about clearing the localities in which they reside of any person 
who could he at all considered as affected with mental disease. 

In view of this consideration, and when it is recollected that 
there are as many as 3,600 gentlemen holding the commission of 
the peace in Ireland, it is no exaggeration to assume that in six 
weeks after the passing of a Bill for the proposed purpose, there 
would not be a spare bed in any hospital for the insane in this 
kingdom. 

Thus the remedy would be far worse than the evil. In England 
a different or rather surplus machinery exists, for there private 
licensed houses, no doubt indifferent substitutes for public estab- 
lishments, are made available for the reception of union paupers 
of disordered intellect, and in which they become chargeable to 
their proper parishes. 

We are satisfied that, for all practical objects, admission into 
district asylums should be under fixed restrictions, and, as hereto- 
fore, either through warrants signed by the Lord Lieutenant, or 
on ordinary forms of application duly filled up, and sanctioned by 
Boards of Governors, in accordance with the rules laid down by 
the Privy Council. 

On reference to the general statistics before us, and the returns 
transmitted in each case to our office, it would appear that for a 
series of years about one-third of the admissions have been effected 
from prisons, a fact very clearly indicative of the necessity of en- 
larged asylum provision. Some time since lunatics, more or less 
in number, were to be found in all the gaols of this country ; at 
present they are principally restricted to those of certain districts, 
prominent among which are the Metropolitan— for out of an aggre- 
gate of 452 they contain no less than 168 of such inmates, the 
difference, or 284, being in the county prisons of Armagh, Done- 
gal, Kildare, Down, Wexford, and Monaghan, for which counties 
additional asylum accommodation is in progress, and in some nearly 
completed. 

With reference, however, to the metropolitan requirements, 
one of two solutions must be adopted. The district will have 
to be subdivided, or the Hichraond Asylum enlarged. We are 
inclined to think that the institution, as it stands, barely suf- 
ficient for the city and the county of Dublin, does not admit of 
any judicious structural additions, certainly not without the pur- 
chase of about fourteen acres of land lying partially in front and 
partially to the rere of the male asylum, adjoining which a plain 
structure might be raised for about 320 chronic cases belonging 
to the whole existing district. To obviate a continuance ofthepre- 
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sent truly unsatisfactory state of things, and to obtain if possible 
an harmonious action between all parties, we should accede to any 
reasonable proposition. At the same time our opinion remains 
unchanged as to the superior advantages of having asylums more 
numerous, consequently more accessible, and of more convenient 
dimensions. The decision rests altogether with your Excellency; 
and for the well-being of the insane, we would most respectfully 
express the hope that, whatever it may be, no delay will mar its 
speedy operation. 

In the summer of 1 863 we brought the state of the metropo- Objection 
litan gaols under the notice of the Executive, and pointed out in 
reply to a minute from the Chief Secretary, Sir Robert 1’eel, the 
mode in wbicb, according to our views, it might he best and most 
speedily remedied. The subject was referred to the Grand Juries 
of Louth and Wicklow for their consideration, and it remains un- 
altered as to any result, the majority of the latter continuing 
adverse to the separation of their county from the metropolitan dis- 
trict, basing tbeir objections mainly on the three following grounds. 

First a geographical one, viz., the mountainous formation of Wick- 
low, which divides it for its whole length into two equal parts, east 
and west, so breaking off the facilities of communication between 
them, that as a common point Dublin is more accessible to each 
than any one place in either. This is in some measure true, as 
had been originally remarked by us, but not, we think, to the 
extent advanced by the Grand Jury. The second objection was 
on the score of a larger expense being incurred in the building of 
a new institution in the county of Wicldow. Here again the Grand 
Jury is in part correct, but it formed an exaggerated estimate of 
the cost, and overlooked the fact that the first expenditure on the 
buildings and for current maintenance would be in the county 
itself, and that the government of the hospital would be local, and 
for local purposes. To the third objection we attach no import- 
ance whatever, being satisfied that lunatic patients could be as 
well treated in the country by a competent staff, as in an over- 
grown establishment in a city, with the necessary adjunct of more 
physicians. 

Under existing circumstances it is evident that some definite 
arrangement must be speedily arrived at in respect to suitable 
provision for the lunatic requirements of the metropolitan district, 
for it is difficult to conceive anything more calculated to the sub- 
version of discipline, or more opposed to the proper organization 
of public institutions, than to have, for example, fifty-six female 
lunatics pent up in one of the city bridewells, and fifty-four males 
in another, inhabiting, it may be said, the same apartments with 
ordinary felons, and without sufficient means for out-door exercise 
or employment. 
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THE DUNDRUH OR CENTRAL ASYLUM FOR 
CRIMINAL LUNATICS. 

With reference to this institution, maintained altogether by 
Government, and under our immediate control, we have the gra- 
tification of stating that it continues to progress satisfactorily, and 
in full adaptation to the objects of its erection. In the detailed 
report which was published by us last year of the working of the 
asylum since its first occupation by patients in 1 859, we entered 
minutely into those questions of lunacy more immediately pertain- 
ing to its criminal character or bearing, analysing as best we could 
from the experience afforded us, the subject of responsibility when 
offences were committed by the mentally deranged, and drawing 
those distinctions which appeared to us just and reasonable, as 
between the recovered, who might or might not be deemed fit 
objects for an nnrestricted discharge, through that prerogative 
which in this country is now vested in your Excellency. 

We also dwelt on the .statistics of the institution, grouped 
together under distinct heads, and extending over a period of 
fourteen years, when giving a review of its general operations, as 
well as of the admissions, discharges, and deaths, and of the nature 
of the offences with which each individual of the total 250 under 
treatment had been accused and found guilty, hut who subsequently 
became insane in prison, as well as of those for whom an acquittal 
had been obtained on arraignment under the plea of lunacy. 

We further referred to the domestic management of the asylum 
for the time being, to the absence of insubordination, to the 
general comfort and tranquillity of its inmates, and to the care 
bestowed on them by the physicians and staff attached to the 
establishment. As during the past twelvemonth nothing parti- 
cular has occurred, and we should, by referring to the preceding 
topics, only reiterate what has been so lately stated by us, so 
we shall, on the present occasion, limit our remarks simply to the 
statistics and occurrences of the year just expired. 

Statistics. On the 31st December, 1863, there were in the Dundrum 
Criminal Asylum 127 lunatics, 86 males and 41 females ; on the 
31st of the same month, 1864, 83 males and 37 females, in all 
120 ; four men and two women were admitted in the interval, 
eight died, three were discharged, and three convalescent but 
minor culprits effected their escape, the legal period of their 
confinement having all but expired ; one was recaptured, but 
every effort was unavailing to trace the other two.

Mortality. The mortality in 1864, though decidedly under the general 
average in ordinary hospitals for the insane, more than doubled 
that in any previous year. In the twelvemonths immediately pre- 
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ceding, one only died. The patients whose deaths are now re- 
corded were old and long debilitated by bodily disease ; four of 
them were homicides. 

In regard to mental condition, 16 are cured, or convalescent, Classification 
25 doubtful, and 79, including 25 epileptics, appear hopelessly “ n ‘S“ tal 
demented. Of the recovered three are charged with homicide, 
and these cases are under consideration as to the time, and under 
what engagements, your Excellency may be pleased to accord 
their liberty. Two convicted of assaults had been ordered for 
discharge, but both are alike unwilling to leave the asylum, as 
one is in delicate health, and the other, who is advanced in years, 
memorialed to he still further detained, alleging as a reason, that 
if forced to leave he certainly must become insane again ; we 
have not acted on the warrants ; neither shall we, until we can 
secure a safe provision for them in some charitable institution. 

Contrasting the number more or less educated at Dundrum, 
and which reaches about 70 per cent, of the inmates, with that in 
district asylums, it is fully double; a circumstance accounted 
for by the fact that the patients in it are not confined to the 
humble classes, many of them having been, immediately prior to 
their derangement, in good circumstances. 

With respect to their social condition, the unmarried at Dundrum, Social 
as in all Irish asylums, largely preponderate, fully in the proportion 
of three to one ; the same also obtains in England at the Broadmoor 
Criminal Institution, whereas the opposite would seem to be 
the case in the public asylums of the sister country, where married 
lunatics are considerably iu the excess. 

As observed in a preceding part of this report, continued occu- Employment, 
pation, he it in or out of doors, constitutes a most important con- 
sideration in the management of lunatics; hence we are disposed 
to attribute much of the success which last year, as hitherto, 
marked the working of the criminal asylum at Dundrum to the 
varied employments, combined with a reasonable share of amuse- 
ments, and of facilities for indulging in different pastimes, hall 
playing, dancing, evening parties, and the like ; whilst to those 
who desire them, books, illustrated newspapers, and light period- 
icals are supplied. 

The average number of males daily employed during the twelve- 
month, and no one is forced to work, was 83, and of females 25 : 
here we may remark that no obvious distinction is made between 
the patients as to previous grade, although a consideration of their 
former condition of life is not overlooked on behalf of the more 
respectable among them. 

It is gratifying to us to be enabled to state that in the past year from 

no accident or personal injury from violence occurred in the 
asylum ; no complaint whatever was recorded against any attend- 
ant, and that, notwithstanding the troublesome and dangerous 
propensities of many of the patients, no restraint has been em- 
ployed save occasionally, the mildest of all, a camisole, for their 
own quietude to two incorrigible females. 

As usual Chaplains attend, twice as a rule, hut occasionally Chaplains 
oftener, in the week — one belonging to the Established, the other 
to the Roman Catholic Church ; and we have reason to think that 
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their ministrations afford satisfaction to the inmates, whose attend- 
ance at religious duties is in a large proportion to their numbers. 
Hitherto there was a chapel in common to the members of both 
persuasions; but as the clergymen seemed, it must he said, to 
disapprove equally of their respective charges using the same 
place of Divine worship, to obviate any misunderstanding or cause 
of jealousy, a secoud and smaller chapel is about to be erected for 
the Protestant community, which, proportionally, is limited in 
numbers. As to the staff and patients themselves, it is hut proper 
to observe that they never objected to the former arrangement, 
now fourteen years in existence. 

The expenditure on the farm, gardens, and pleasure grounds, 
which comprise twenty statute acres, amounted to £255 7 s. dur- 
ing the past year. Of this sum a certain portion was employed in 
the purchase of grazing-cattle and other stock, as well as of agri- 
cultural implements, the value of all which on hands at the close 
of 1864 might be fairly estimated at £ 1 70. 

This establishment was for the time supplied altogether with 
home-produced milk, 4,796 gallons; and out of 1,076 pounds of 
butter consumed, 200 only were bought ; occasionally, too, the 
inmates were supported on home-fed pork and bacon, while for 
wheat and straw sold in the market, a sum of £77 Us. was received 
and placed in bank to credit by the llesident Physician. 

The additions and alterations suggested by us a couple of years 
since are now terminated, with an increased general provision for 
fifty patients, raising the total accommodation to 170 beds. 

Heading and working rooms have been added, as also some cells 
for refractory patients ; a separate dining hall for the males erected ; 
the kitchen remodelled and improved, and a small Turkish bath 
constructed ; so that when the new chapel, a detached Gothic 
building, is finished, the Dundrum Asylum will be complete in 
structural requirements. We would, however, desire to see more 
extended provision for storing the rain water in tanks for laundry 
purposes, as the pump water is very hard and unsuitable, requiring 
a great amount of alkalies to render it at all available. 

On comparing the total cost of maintenance, salaries, wages, 
everything included, per head per annum in 1863 and 1864, there 
is a difference of 5s. between the two years : it amounted in the 
latter to £28 11s., as against £28 6s. in the former. It would 
have been the reverse were it not for this circumstance, that the 
expense of the staff, which remained unaltered, had to he debited 
to a smaller number of inmates, inasmuch as while the additions 
were in progress at either wing of the main building, some bed- 
rooms had to be given up, and thus, for a period of over nine 
mouths, the general accommodation was lessened ; still we trust 
that, taking the peculiar character of the institution itself into 
account, and having regard to the goodness of the dietary, and the 
otherwise liberal treatment extended to its inmates, it will ap- 
pear to your Excellency that the Central Asylum at Dundrum has 
been conducted with economy, and if successfully in the past year 
as in those that preceded it, we would attribute the results to the 
attention bestowed on it by the llesident and Visiting Physicians, 
and the staff generally. 
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PRIVATE ASYLUMS. 

No variation has taken place in the number of private houses 
licensed for the reception of the insane since the date of our last 
report, and but very little in that of their inmates, who, at the 
close of the year 1863, amounted to 556, and at the correspond- 
ing period of 1864, to 553. 

We have nothing particular to notice in the domestic details of 
these institutions during the past twelvemonth. No case of actual 
complaint or of improper detention in them has come within our 
cognizance; while from the frequency of our inspections, made at Frequency of 
irregular intervals, an infraction of the law could not well be con- ‘“P™ 11011 *- 
cealed from us; particularly in regard to personal freedom, as 
strict attention is enforced to the provisions of the statute which 
direct notification to our office of the admission and discharge of 
lunatics to he given within a prescribed period. No doubt the 
law, under urgent circumstances, authorizes the admission of a 
party into a private asylum on one medical certificate alone, the 
second to be subsequently procured. On this point of form we 
had occasion now and then to communicate with the proprietors 
of licensed houses, and force them to comply with the statutory 
regulations. In one instance certainly a gentleman was admitted 
into Bushy Park Asylum, in the county Limerick, without any 
certificate at all, the' excuse to us being that he was so violent 
and dangerous that there was not time to procure one. IVe felt 
it our duty, however, to bring the subject under the consideration 
of the Lord Chancellor, who left it discretionary with us to take 
such steps as we might deem advisable ; and as, on investigation, 
there appeared some justification for the course adopted, we re- 
stricted ourselves to a reprimand and a caution against a like 
occurrence, as it would be highly injurious to allow such a prece- 
dent to be established. 

The interior arrangements of private asylums in this country interior 
vary much in the extent of comfort afforded by them; and, as may c<m ltlon ’ 
be easily inferred, the cause thereof is mainly owing to the different 
classes of patientB and rates of payment for their maintenance. 

Although we have reason, on the whole, to he satisfied with the General ^ 
general management of many of the licensed houses by the pro- maQa s em 
prietors, for the most part professional men who appear to fulfil 
their obligations faithfully and in a liberal spirit, disposedto ad- 
minister in every way to the enjoyment and well being of those 
intrusted to their care, in some few instances such is not the 
case, at least to the extent we could desire. It certainly must 
be conceded that small and unremunerative stipends are a poor 
encouragement to expend money, particularly, too, if, as we are 
informed, it occasionally happens the promised stipends remain 
unpaid years after they become due. However, a perceptible 
amelioration has been gradually taking place even in the excep- 
tional establishments just referred to, one or two of which vre 
threatened to have closed unless our directions were fairly carried 
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into effect ; and here we may again remark, that the great advan- 
tages to he derived from the erection of intermediate asylums 
would he mainly felt by the insane members of families now- 
obliged to find a receptacle at a low charge in institutions kept for 
profit. 

Charitable There are at present three asylums in this country which ap- 
institutions. proximate to the intermediate system in their operation— namely, 
St. Patrick’s or Swift’s Hospital, already spoken of; St. Vincent’s! 
under the kind and efficient management of a religious order, for 
females only; and ’the Retreat, belonging to the Society of 
Friends, into which both sexes are admitted, an institution ad- 
mirably conducted in every respect. Still, as at present consti- 
tuted, although not kept for individual gain, they do not meet the 
existing necessity. St. Patrick’s, we think, might be made more 
easily available than either of the others for the purposes of an 
intermediate asylum. 

Number paying Exclusive of the establishments just named, there are eighteen 
heence fees, others under our supervision, receiving paying patients. Ten in the 
vicinity of Dublin, two in the county of Cork, two in the Queen’s 
county, one in the county Limerick, one in the county Wexford, 
and two in the county Armagh, these latter being the only private 
institutions for the insane in the north of Ireland, with its large 
and affluent population. The licences for these different asylums 
are annually given at Quarter Sessions, when our reports, on which 
the renewal of them depends, are read, so that the merits or de- 
ficiencies of each are thus known to the local Magistrates. 

The fees paid for renewing licences during the past year 
amounted to £197. 

utility of Hot restricting our inspections to the mere obligation im- 
inspection. posed by the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 123, of visiting private licensed 
bouses twice in the year, for the purpose of seeing that the law is 
earned out, and that no person is illegally or improperly detained 
m them, it cannot fail to strike us that our frequent attendance 
at these institutions affords great satisfaction to many of the 
insane themselves, who, neglected by their friends and relatives, 
look to us in the light of protectors; for it unfortunately happens 
that in. not a few of those cases, members of their own family, and 
those most nearly related to them — parents, brothers, sisters — 
once they are certified to be insane, and placed under the control 
oi a lunatic asylum, seem anxious to disembarrass their minds of all 
r r C °ffi C ^ 10nS connec ^ e ^ with them, and of the natural obligations 
oi amnity. Months and even years elapse without a letter or 
personal inquiry after their afflicted friends, as if with the mere 
payment of stipends the duties of relationship ceased. 

Statistics. lhe total number of patients in private or paying institutions 
torthe insane m Ireland, as before stated, amounted in 1864 to 
. Un the 1st of January, in that year, they contained 656, 
ar T °, n . the same ^ ate ^ 1865, 553. During the twelve months, 
out oi the aggregate under treatment, sixty-seven recovered, and 
were discharged convalescent, and forty-nine died. Thus, if the 
operation of private asylums he judged by tbe test of cures and by 
that oi mortality, the issue is certainly not unfavourable, the 
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deaths and recoveries, on the whole, bearing comparison with 
those in district asylums. 

So far it certainly is satisfactory, and shows that the proprie- 
tors do not desire an unwarranted or lengthened detention of 
their patients ; in fact many of them associate the character and 
name of their establishments with their successful and, we must 
add, economical working. Among the deaths we are happy to 
say that none occurred accidentally or from negligence. 

Lookino- to insanity in the abstract, and the different classifica- Prevalence 
tions of the disease, as a general rule, mental affections present no >'• 
variation in the different grades of life ; at the same time, in one 
respect there would seem to be a disparity. Among the poor, 
moral insanity, as it is called, is not so perceptible as it is . 
amongst persons of education and means, who can indulge their 
desires unrestrictedly, and are exposed to dissipation and excesses. 

We have had to inquire into various cases of the kind during the 
past year, when without perceptible delusions the parties were 
placed under medical certificates in private asylums— the imme- 
diate cause of confinement being most frequently an uncontrolled 
indulgence in spirituous liquors, and with it extravagance and. 
neglect of social duties ; another, and perhaps a still worse mani- 
festation of this particular type of the disease, not unfrequently 
coming under our notice, is to he found in that unbroken ten- 
dency to a senseless depravity, which when fully developed, is 
unfortunately, as regards sex, more irremediable among temales. 

We have referred to the subject of moral insanity, as it is termed, 
thus specially, as we continue to find it one of considerable embar- 
rassment in the discharge of our duties, it being hard to decide 
between symptoms of apparent recovery, coupled with warm pro- 
fessions of amendment by the individuals themselves on the one 
hand, and on the other our own experience and the warnings ot 
friends conversant with the previous history of the parties. 

Ithasbeen our object in the preceding pages to bring under your 
Excellency’s observations the most prominent topics connected 
with the lunatic institutions of this country, and to do so with as 
much new matter as the incidents of the preceding twelvemonths 
furnished us for suggestion and consideration. Trusting tha 
whatever of interest or utility is connected with the department 
will he found in the annexed Appendices, which have been most 
carefully prepared, and which contain our minutes of inspection, 
as also returns tabulated under a great variety of headings by the 
clerks attached to our office.

ARMAGH ASYLUM. 



Within the past year this asylum has been much improved, and 
rendered more commodious. The new dining-hall, a spacious 
structure capable of accommodating 180 patients, has been occu- 
pied. New kitchen and laundries have been erected, the airing- 
courts made more open, and increased provision effected for BO 
inmates. On our recommendation to the Board, six acres of land 
lying between the former boundary walls and the town have been 
purchased— a most valuable adjunct to the farm. Indeed, we 
think it highly advisable, that at the north-east side some more 
ground, perhaps an equal quantity, ought to be secured, to pre- 
vent any encroachment on the privacy of the institution. 

Unfortunately, this asylum is very much crowded, and must 
continue so much longer than we could desire, as the proposed 
asylum at Monaghan is not as advanced as some others. 



March 2, 1864.— On my inspection of the Armagh District Asylum, 
1 cannot say I found it in the condition I could desire : its general ap- 
pearance was unsatisfactory, and there seemed n want of order, a want 
of neatness, and a want of competent attendance, with a want of suitable 
furniture and domestic means of convenience. The bed-rooms, day-rooms, 
and corridors admit of considerable improvement. The airing-yards are 
anyt mg but fit for the purpose, and nothing can possibly be worse than 
the water-closets out of doors : tlieir construction admit, I apprehend, 
of no change for the better. I cannot see why the Asylum at Armagh 
should not be on an equality with any in the South of Ireland; for 
example, with those at Clonmel and Waterford, which are of the same 
size and formation. I would recommend the Board to get a head super- 
intendent, say at twenty guineas a year, to act at the male side, im- 
mediately under the Resident Physician, and carry out all his orders. 
1 he person now employed seems quite incompetent to the task, both from 
want of energy and ignorance of his duty. A man well versed and 
acquainted with the habits of lunatics should be employed. The diniug- 
room has no furniture, the hospitals have no regular furniture ; indeed I 

n ' i a Sub-Committee of the Board -were formed, with due powers, 
it would soon expedite matters; now the Spring Commences is the proper 
time. The sanitary state of the house is not as favourable as heretofore, 
? eal ° f , ‘° w being prevalent in it. There are various 

T , -i 0 w lc b Da M Kinstry has directed my attention, and which 
f „ ™ ve revested him to bring under the notice of the Board, in regard 
to the details of management and number of attendants.” 

May 10, 1 SG4 — -I this day made a very minute inspection of the 
Armagh District Asylum, and 1 am gratified in being able to report that 
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1 found it in every particular materially improved since the date of iny 

The house was uniformly clean, well ventilated, and orderly; the 
patients themselves evidently comfortably and kindly attended to, none 
under restraint, and four only confined to bed by illness. The bedding 
was in good repair ; the bedsteads, however, are in some of the dor- 
mitories very inferior in quality, besides being worn out : a better article 
should be substituted, generally speaking, too, less in size and less cum- 
bersome than those in use. Some specimens lately purchased appear 
quite suited. The kitchen and laundry departments are in good working 
order • and the provisions which I examined are all unexceptionable. 
With reference to the attendants’ bed-rooms, which now encroach on the 
weueral' lunatic accommodation, I have suggested to the Resident 
Physician certain arrangements, in the advantage of which lie concurs 
with me. I think, by a little alteration, and at no comparative cost, ad- 
ditional provision for from twenty- five to thirty-five patients may be 
obtained, so as to raise the total amount to about 165 or 170. On my 
return to Dublin I shall arrange with the Architect of the Board of 
Control to visit the Asylum, either with my colleague, Dr. Hatched, or me, 
and inquire into the best and most economical mode of effecting the 
object.” 

“August 12.— Visited the Armagh District Asylum, which I consider to 
be in a very satisfactory condition in all its details. The patients are 
evidently carefully and judiciously attended to. The various depart- 
ments are in good order — cleanly, fresh, and well ventilated, and the 
sanitary state of the inmates particularly favourable. 

“In the infirmaries I should like to have blinds supplied, as the glare 
of light in them is most trying to the eye. I think, too, it would be 
advisable were they furnished with screens as suggested by me to 
the Physicians. The total number of patients in the house this day 
amounts to 144, and arc chargeable proportionally — 68, Armagh ; 44, 
Monaghan ; 32, Cavan. 

“ I regret that I cannot hold out a hope that the new asylum at 
Monaghan will be completed, at soonest, before two years, owing to 
various circumstances and unforeseen delays. With reference . to the 
difficulty in the arranging for the payment of the contractors, discussed 
at the last meeting of the Board of Governors, I apprehend it is owing 
to an oversight on the part of the Board itself in not applying to the 
Lord Lieutenant in Council, in the first instance, for an issue of addi- 
tional moneys; and, .in the second, to the fact that certain works were 
undertaken without the knowledge, certainly without the sanction, of the 
Board of Control. Consequently, when application was made to the latter 
for funds, it had none at its disposal to meet expenses already incurred at 
the institution. It will be necessary, therefore, for the Governors to make 
application to the Lord Lieutenant in Council for the required amount, or 
something over it.” 

“September 17.— I went over the Armagh District Asylum, and 
minutely examined it in detail. The house is generally very orderly, 
clean, and in good working order. Now that the necessary funds are 
available by an Order in Council to meet all claims, I trust suitable fur- 
niture and other desiderata will be speedily procured, and the various 
suggestions submitted from time to time by the Inspectors fully con- 
sidered out by the Board, and with which the Resident Physician^ is 
acquainted. The total accommodation for male patients under existing 
circumstances (irrespective of the infirmaries) will be about 96 beds

for males, not more than 78 for females, unless the former laundry be 
rendered available as a dormitory, and "which can only be effected by 
boarding the floors and improving the ceilings. The female refractory 
day-room is clearly too limited in its area, and the roof should be 
raised ; indeed, by a little structural alterations a dormitory might be 
created over it and opened into from No. 8 corridor. I calculate the 
cost thereof would be altogether under <£100 : the arrangement affording 
10 additional beds. 

“Dr. M'Kinstry has submitted to me various propositions with 
reference to the Asylum, which I consider well worthy of the attention 
of the Board.” 



BALLINASLOE ASYLUM. 

The main deficiency hitherto noticeable in this asylum, viz the 

want of an adequate supply of pure water, is now nearly obviated ; 
an apparatus having been constructed, at a cost of £ 1,000, with 
forcing pumps and reservoirs, by which, from a distance of over 
400 yards, water is conveyed to all parts of the building from the 
Diver Suck, which bounds the farm at its western side. 

A fire occurred in the laundry, which, fortunately, did not ex- 
tend beyond it and the kitchen; both were completely burnt 
down. They were, however, insured to their full value, and the 
accident was so far a benefit to the institution, inasmuch as more 
suitable constructions are now in progress, and with them, what 
we had long wished for, a spacious dining-hall. The whole to be 
completed, with suitable fitments, &c., at an estimated cost of 
about £2,000. 

The removal of the Mayo patients from the Ballinasloe Asylum 
to that at Castlebar, now nearly finished, will afford' ample accom- 
modation for the lunatic wants of Galway and Roscommon. 

The farm operations of this asylum are particularly satisfactory, 
as will appear on reference to the general table under that head 
in the Appendix. 

“January 11, 1864. — Attended the Board, and subsequently, with the 
Chairman, inspected the house, which we found generally in excellent 
order, but as heretofore without a due supply of water.” 

“May 14, 1864. — Having inspected the Ballinasloe Lunatic Asylum this 
day, I have to report very favourably on the general appearance of the 
patients ; they were, with some exceptions, quiet and orderly, and appear, 
on the whole, to be carefully attended to. I examined the provisions, 
the meat, bread, &c., which was of good quality. The grounds are kept 
with great care, the several crops looking clean and healthy. 

. “ ^ am happy to learn from the Resident Physician that the institution 
is soon to be properly supplied with cold and hot water ; until this takes 
place, and that the woodwork is painted, I cannot find fault or throw blame 
on the Resident Physician or Matron for the very dirty and dingy appear- 
ance of the several corridors, day-rooms, <tc., &c. 

“ The hospital, notwithstanding the want of water, is kept very clean : it 
and the rest of the establishment is well ventilated.” 
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“July 21, 1864. — The state of the Ballinasloe Lunatic Asylum on my 
inspection this day -was very satisfactory, both a9 regards the patients, 
who appear to be judiciously and kindly treated, as well as the cleanliness 
and order which pervade the different apartments— corridors, dormitories, 
and sitting-rooms. The sanitary condition of the house is, on the whole, 
favourable, three of the inmates only being confined to bed from acute 
disease ; there is, however, a considerable number in infirmary and under 
medical treatment from debility of constitution and old age. 

“ I saw no person under any kind of restraint or in seclusion. The con- 
tinued dry weather has seriously interfered with a due supply of water 
for domestic purposes ; but the undertaking now in progress for convey- 
ing water from the river to every portion of the establishment, and most 
plentifully, will, when completed, obviate for the future any probable 
deficiency. The farm is well tilled and promises an abundant harvest, the 
potato crop particularly, and which will be sufficient for five or six months’ 
consumption. 

“The interior of the house has been much improved lately, for which the 
Resident Physician deserves great credit, as he employed the attendants 
and patients only in cleaniug down and painting much of the woodwork 
and the plastering of some of the corridors. 

“The total number of patients this day in asylum amounts to 346, 184 
being males and 162 females, chargeable thus: — Galway county, 140; 
Mayo county, 126 ; Boscommon county, 59 ; Galway town, 21. There 
is not only no vacancy but the institution is over-crowded. 

“The attendance of the extern officers is regular, but it would be advis- 
able were each officer to daily enter his visits. 

“On inquiring from the Besident Physician and Matron, I was happy to 
bear that the conduct of the servants generally is praiseworthy.” 

“July 29, 1864. — I came down specially this day to investigate into the 
cause of the fire which took place in this asylum on the evening of the 
27th instant, and by which the laundry and kitchen have been, it may be 
said, altogether destroyed. 

“ The fire was clearly accidental, and originated in the drying-room of 
the laundry. With the exception of the wearing apparel, which unfortu- 
nately was not insured, no loss can accrue to the establishment. Accord- 
ing to the report of Dr. Dillon every credit is due to the attendants for 
their energy and exertions on the occasion. Providentially not the 
slightest personal injury was sustained by any of the patients, the servants, 
the police, or others who assisted in putting down the fire. Some incon- 
venience must necessarily occur in the establishment until the kitchen 
and laundry are reconstructed, to obviate which the Physicians and Matron 
propose, in my opinion, a very judicious course, both as regards the food 
with which the patients are to he supplied, and the means of washing. 
Until such time, however, as the Insurance Companies will have arranged 
the amounts to be repaid for the damages, it would be premature to enter 
on any particular mode of re-edifying the buildings.” 

“ P.S. — I am sure Mr. Kempster will lose no time in making out the 
full claims of the institution. Although there is no provision made in 
the insurance for wearing apparel, I think all furniture, fixtures, and 
appliances should be included in the demand to be made on the companies. 

“ It would be well in the next agreements not only to include clothing 
hut also to enlarge considerably the general amount of the policy. Six 
thousand is a small sum on premises of such dimensions as the Ballinasloe 
Asylum ” 
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BELFAST ASYLUM. 

The Belfast Asylum within the past year has been much im- 
proved ; the different corridors and day-rooms have been papered, 
and for about four feet from the flooring panelled and painted! 
Thus the interior of the house presents a very warm and comfort- 
able appearance. As a body, too, the attendants, particularly 
those at the female side, give a good example of order and per- 
sonal neatness. The patients in this institution having the advan- 
tage of a good band, make frequent excursions into the country. 
With the exception of the denial by the Board to the admission 
of regular Chaplains this asylum gives every just cause of satisfac- 
tion, and in none other are the accounts and estimates more regular. 
About fifteen years ago twelve additional acres were attached to 
this asylum on our recommendation; four more, lying in the 
vicinity of the town, are about to be taken, so as to prevent their 
being built upon by private parties, and thus interfering with the 
privacy of the establishment. 

“ Friday , March 11, 1864. — I have to report in favourable terms of the 
condition in which, on my visit this day to the Belfast Asylum, I found 
the whole establishment, it being remarkably clean, fresh, and orderly. 
In fact, making allowances for the refractory wards, neatness in detail is 
observable throughout. The patients appear to be carefully attended to; 
one alone was under restraint, and of a very mild form, the camisoli, the 
party being very violent and malicious. 

< “ The infirmary wards are kept in a most creditable way. I could de- 
sire, however, a few movable screens to be introduced into them to 
separate offensive cases from the view of others. I examined all the 
attendants sleeping-rooms, which, too, were very orderly. The provisions 
were of good quality, and the dairy clean and well ventilated. 

“Nothing can give a more homely appearance and an air of comfort 
than the corridors and day-rooms, which have been greatly improved by 
painting, pictures, and commodious furniture. 

“The Down patients amount to 1G4 ; the Antrim, including Carrick- 
fergus and Belfast, to 205 ; thus Down has a full complement. The house 
is so crowded I think no new cases should be admitted.” 

“ Thursday, August 4, 1864.— There are this day in the Belfast District 
Asylum 362 patients — 201 males, 161 females — chargeable on the aggre- 
gate, 190 to Antrim, 165 to Down, and 7 to Carrickfergus. 

The sanitary condition of the establishment is particularly good, 
though so overcrowded, four only of the inmates being confined to bed by 
illness. I found none under restraint. 

“ I have every reason to report in very favourable terms of the order, 
cleanliness, and freshness of the various departments, and the neatness of 
the corridors and day-rooms. All the female divisions are now papered 
and panelled, with the exception of the lower refractory wards ; most, too, 
at the male side are in a similar state. Some portions cf the interior 
woodwork need repainting. On the whole, 1 cannot but congratulate the 
Board of Governors on the many improvements which have been effected 
here since the date of my last visit, all tending to the material advantages 
and mental restoration of the patients. I have directed the attention of 
the Resident Physician, Dr. Stewart, to certain deficiencies which I 
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noticed, particularly with reference to the comfort of the attendants, in 
order that, with the sanction of the Board, they may be obviated. .No 
duties are more irksome or unceasing than those of servants on the insane - 
so, whilst requiring from their constant care and vigilance, due considera- 
tion should be paid to their domestic requirements. 

“The grounds attached to the institution appear to be well tilled and 
productive. I am almost afraid to venture on a suggestion to the Board 
of Governors just now, when the expenditure of money is in question. 
About ten years ago I was instrumental in inducing the Board to purchase 
from six to eight acres of ground between the asylum and the town; very 
strong objections were raised against the proposition, but I believe the 
result has proved in every respect most beneficial. 

" I would now strongly recommend that the slip of land, from two to 
three acres, between the two roads, should be taken ; for if built upon, 
the privacy and quietude of the establishment would be seriously affected. 

"With reference to the question of an intermediate asylum for a class 
of the community which, from its position is, on the one hand, deprived 
in great measure of the advantage of public institutions for the insane, 
and, on the other, cannot afford to meet the expenses of private asylums, 
I cannot but regard it as one of deep interest, as well as great practical 
utility ; the mode, however, of best effecting the object requires much 
consideration.” 

“ Monday , October 3, 1864. — Visited and attended the Board of Gover- 
nors, at which a resolution was passed approving of the purchase of four 
additional acres of ground lying between the town and present asylum 
boundary walls. The possession of this strip of land I deem highly useful. 
The house itself is in its ordinary satisfactory state, and I find a com- 
mencement made by Mr. Whiteside, the clerk, for a sort of zoological 
garden.” 

" December 20, 1864. — 1 inspected the Belfast District Asylum this day, 
and am happy to report that I find it in every way most satisfactorily 
managed and looked after. The several recommendations I made last 
year are now nearly completed, such as painting the woodwork, and 
panelling the corridors and day-rooms, which, together with the walls 
being papered and hung with pictures, give them a most homely and cheer- 
ful appearance. On visiting the water-closets, lavatories, and bath-rooms, 

I found them duly clean, and in good order. A new description of bath 
has lately been introduced, which is a great improvement. 

"There are at present 367 patients inmates of this establishment, viz., 
202 males and 165 females, all of whom appear to be most carefully looked 
after. The sanitary state of the patients is very satisfactory, there being 
only four confined to bed in the infirmaries, which are kept exceedingly 
clean and well ventilated. I would wish to remark, for the consideration 
of the Board, that on visiting the basement corridors, Nos. 2 and 6, I 
found them cold and damp, and think it desirable that stoves should he 
placed in them. I was pleased very mnch at seeing that some of the 
attendants’ rooms were papered and carpeted, it being very desirable that 
the comforts of these people should be looked after, 

"In conclusion, I have only to say that I know of no asylum where the 
welfare and comfort of the patients are better attended to than here.” 
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CAKLOW ASYLUM. 

There is nothing new to record since the date of our last report 
with regard to this asylum; for although many improvements are 
needed, and in contemplation, it is not thought advisable to under- 
take them until the completion of the new asylum at Enniscorthv 
shall have relieved it of the Wexford patients. Any work of im- 
portance would he attended with great inconvenience, and inter- 
fere too much with the discipline of the house in its present 
crowded state. The general condition of the inmates during the 
year has been satisfactory, and their comforts, health, and amuse, 
ments have, as far as possible, been duly attended to. 

“ March B, 1864.—' Yisited this asylum. The number in the house this 
day amounts to 204 — 111 males and 93 females. Although the establish- 
ment is manifestly overcrowded, the general health of the inmates is satis- 
factory, four males and three females only being confined to bed ; two of 
the former are labouring under pulmonary consumption, the remaining 
five are simply in a debilitated state. I am glad to find that the Kesident 
Medical Superintendent is takiDg steps to get the main sewer of the build- 
ings cleaned, as, from its construction, there seems to be no discharge from 
it, a circumstance which at any time might injuriously affect the health 
of the patients. A very good proportion of the inmates, both male and 
female, appears to be industriously employed, both in and out of doors— 
something more than a half. The attendance of the Chaplains, I perceive, 
is very regular, and productive of much benefit. The great deficiency 
already adverted to by me with reference to seats and chairs in the day- 
rooms and corridors I regret stiff exists.” 



May 8, 1864 — I this day inspected the Carlow District Asylum, 
which is very crowded. The patients all appear to be very carefully 
attended to ; six are confined to bed by illness. The house I found to ba 
clean, well ventilated, and orderly ; many of the inmates being indus- 
triously occupied both in and out of doors. The bedding and bedsteads 
are very- indifferent in some of the dormitories ; but until the new asylum 
be j i ® nn i scor fhy, it would be premature to effect any change or 
undertake any improvement which would tend to inconvenience the 
establishment here. On inquiry I find that the extern officers axe very 
regular in their attendance.” 



Styteniber 6, 1864. I found the Carlow District Asylum, on my visit 
to it on the present occasion, and in the absence, on leave, of the Resident 
ysician, generally speaking, very satisfactory. Its various departments 
were regu ar, and the patients, all of whom I examined, appeared to be 
carefully looked after; the great majority, both male and female, being out 
their°attendants^ ^ emse ^ ye8j or talking about under the supervision of 

" Ten of the inmates were confined to bed. by illness ; none under re- 
stramt of any kind. The house, as usual, overcrowded : Si patients 
chargeable to Carlow town and county, 60 to Kildare, and 90 to Wexford, 
nu ° , Se 7? d ln m 7 as ^ re P or b the bedding is meagre and indifferent; 
aittmugli 4 do not think it necessary that it should be renewed all through 
tae establishment, m some dormitories it is highly advisable. 
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ii jj ie provisions should be more strictly looked after. The meat con- 
tractor if I am to judge by the quality I saw this day, does not fulfil his 
engagement correctly. He sent some, which I examined, and it was 
absolutely putrid— most offensive— dangerous for human use. Again, ! 
find he gets Is. 10d. for each ox head ; a fair price, higher than is paid 
in Dublin. I weighed a head, and it was under eleven pounds, almost 
nothin'’’ but bone ; there certainly could not have been anything like 
two pounds of flesh on it, and it was sent up in a half maDgled state. 
The bread and oatmeal were good, and the milk fair, and I understand, 
better than usual. The extern officers attend regularly.’’ 



CLONMEL ASYLUMS. 



Durino- the year 1864, these twin institutions for the county 
Tipperary one of them allotted to chronic and the other to 
curable or violent cases, (both of them together being capable of 
accommodating 301 patients,) have had a fair margin of vacancies ; 
still one so decreasing from month to month, that in the course of 
another year, it is probable, there will be very few available beds 
for fresh cases ; and what we apprehended will occur, that the 
North Biding, or Nenagh portion, will not have, m consequence ot 
its remoteness, the full benefit of its expenditure, m making a 
general accommodation for the district ; however, as the Local 
Board and authorities would have the present arrangements, the 
inconveniences which may arise will not he from want of advice 



and warning on our part. 

The additional asylum has, as regards management pi- P - - 
very satisfactorily, and the most that could be effected m improv- 
ing the lands and premises of the old House of Industry buildings 

has been done. , , , 

In the course of the autumn a fire broke out, owing to the 
original ill-construction of an old flue, running along timber joints, 
but fortunately, little injury was the result, it having been disco- 
vered immediately. , , . . . 

The primitive asylum, erected over thirty years, is in excellent 
working order, and well maintained. It is surrounded y a very 
productive farm of thirty acres. _ . . , * _ 

Owing to an injury sustained by a patient in this asylum, from 
the incautious use of a strait-waistcoat, applied as a protection 
for the benefit of the party himself, but which produced inflam- 
mation and festering sores on the wrists, an official inquiry was 
instituted, and on the report of the Inspectors to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, His Excellency expressed his grave displeasure at the 
occurrence, while the Resident Physician was acquitted ot any 
charge of intentional cruelty. , . , , ,, 

The case was subsequently brought before 1 arliament, and the 
details given in explanation by the Chief Secretary, Sir 
Peel, who bore testimony to the humane character and efficient 
services of the Resident Superintendent. As all the c ocurnen 
connected with the occurrence were called for and printed Ses- 
sional Paper 422), it is unnecessary to reproduce them^here. 
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CLONMEL PARENT ASYLUM. 

« jp r ii 25 , 1864 . — I have tliis day visited and made a very minute 
inspection of the Clonmel Parent Asylum, saw and examined every 
patient in it, all of whom appear to me very carefully and kindly 
attended to. Two males and one female confined to bed in the hospital 
by illness, from which there is little, or rather no hope of recovery. In 
the ordinary sleeping-TOoms there were two men and two women also 
keeping their beds, "but more from their own fancy than from necessity. 

I think, however, whims may he too far indulged in, not, however, that 
I would desire to see any force employed in their regard. 

<• r pi, e corridors, day-rooms, and dormitories all through the establish- 
ment were kept with great cleanliness — the beds and bedding in a very 

satisfactory condition. 

« Twenty-six males and 22 females, according to the daily statement 
book, are the average employed in and out of doors. On inquiry I found 
that the female patients are regularly taken out for exercise when the 
weather permits. The farm is well laid out and well cropped. 

“ X am happy to learn that the discipline of the house, and moral 
condition of the servants and attendants in the Asylum, are unexcep- 
tionable. 

« On looking over the accounts, I find the contracts taken at a very 
low average, while the provisions are of an excellent quality. 

« P.S, — At the request of the Physicians, I examined again J. M., 
whom I had already seen on 27th January, 1864, and think, under all 
the circumstances (he himself being anxious to be discharged), that 
he might very properly be sent home to his family, which I under- 
stand to be in comfortable circumstances.” 

“ September 22, 1864. — There are at present in the Parent Asylum, 
Clonmel, 58 male and 52 female patients — 36 of the total being charge- 
able to the North Riding, and 74 — somewhat over double the number— 
to the South Riding of Tipperary. 

‘‘ The great majority of those belonging to the North Riding being 
received, not through ordinary certificates, but by warrants of the Lord 
Lieutenant, the patients having been committed in the first instance as 
4 dangerous’ lunatics to the gaol of Nenagh. 

“The sanitary condition of the Asylum is very satisfactory, two 
patients only being confined to bed by illness. 

“ The appearance of the patients bespeaks care and attention on the 
part of the officers and servants. 

“ I found the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories clean aud in good 
order, those on the female side are kept with scrupulous neatness ; many 
of the apartments on the male side are dingy, and present an unfavour- 
able contrast with the female side. The Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent, however, informs me that he intends making immediate improve- 
ments. The refractory day-room for the men is dark and gloomy — it 
would be a material change for the better if it were converted into a 
workshop, and the present workshop made into a day-room. 

“ Nothing can be worse than the privy in No. 2 yard — a new one on 
an improved principle should replace it. 

“I examined the provisions, which were all unexceptionable, and I am 
told that they are invariably bo'. 

“There is not only a good scale of dietary afforded in this Asylum, but 
the articles consumed are of the best quality. 
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« X inquired into the various books prescribed to be kept by Order in 
Council, and consider them regular. 

« The visits of extern officers are punctual, and duly entered. 

« In conclusion, I would direct the attention of the Board to the in- 
different provision in this Asylum for the proper performance of religious 
worship. A suitable chapel should be erected, as in almost every other 
'similar institution in Ireland ; a small day-room is certainly not an ap- 
propriate locality for Christian worship.” 



CLONMEL ADDITIONAL ASYLUM. 

Additional 

« January 27, 1864. — I found the additional Asylum this day, mi my Asylum. 
inspection of it, in a very satisfactory state, and in detail much im- 
proved since my last visit ; various arrangements, tending to the comfort 
of the patients, having been effected in it. The principal deficiency 
which I noticed, and which, on inquiry, the Resident Physician informs 
me is much felt, is a want of ventilation in the associated dormitories. 

I have spoken over the subject with the three Physicians, and we think 
the ventilation may be materially increased, and without . expense. The 
patients as a body are remarkably healthy— one male patient alone^ being 
confined to bed. With the exception of two, all the inmates are fit sub- 
jects for an Asylum. The two I refer to labour under simple epilepsy, un- 
complicated with any disease. The attendance at Divine Service I under- 
stand is very full. On looking over the list of patients, I find 105 belonging 
to the South Riding, and only 41 to the North— a result which I appre- 
hended would be the case. The visits of the extern officers are v ery 
regular, and duly entered. The usual books, as prescribed, are kept with 
punctuality.” 

“ April 25, 1864. — It affords me much pleasure to report most favourably 
of the condition of the Additional Clonmel Asylum, and I could scarcely 
have hoped that in so short a time so much could have been done for the 
comfort of the patients. The Resident Physician has been making great 
improvements, both in and out of doors, since the date of my last inspec- 
tion. The patients, both male and female, evidence the care bestowed 
on them, as a body. I found them clean and well clad, and none under 
restraint of any kind. The sanitary state of the institution is highly 
satisfactory — one patient alone being confined to bed, not so much 
from actual illness as debility. 

u The books appear to be regularly kept, and, as at the Parent 
Asylum, the provisions were of very good quality. I was glad to learn 
the prompt dismissal of the cook for impropriety of conduct. 

“ September 19, 1864.— It affords me much pleasure to report on the 
very praiseworthy state of the Additional District Asylum for this county. 

The rooms, without an exception, are fresh, cleanly, and comfortable, 
while every reasonable enjoyment suited to their condition appears to e 
extended to their inmates. I cannot hut think that both the Resident 
Physician and Matron have done everything in their power to improve 
the establishment in its various details. The patients — many ot them 
epileptics, and many advanced in years — are particularly healthy. 

K The hooks are duly kept ; and I learn from the superior officers 
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Clonmel that the attendants, as a body, give great satisfaction — as also that 
^SSuu? 1, exce P t yer J occasionally, the contracts are properly fulfilled. * 

' “ The grounds are in excellent order, and much more improved than 

could at all have been expected.” 



CORK ASYLUM. 

This establishment, in point of size the second in Ireland, con* 
tains 500 beds, which during the year have for the most part been 
entirely, occupied, the average number of vacancies varying only 
from 10 to 20. With its interior arrangement we have reason to 
be in part satisfied, and in part dissatisfied. As regards the patients 
personally, every fair attention is paid them within doors. The 
rooms which they occupy are kept in a cleanly and orderly manner, 
and they themselves are duly looked after. 

But we cannot speak in the same favourable way of some of the 
domestic arrangements, particularly as regards the storekeeper’s 
rooms, the dining-hall for the labouring male patients, the larder, 
bread and meat stores, and laundry. We have frequently directed 
the attention of the Board of Governors to this unsatisfactory 
state of things, but it has not been remedied in the manner we 
could have desired. The same apathy on the part of the Board 
has existed with respect to improvements in the airing courts, and 
what should have been pleasure-grounds in front of the buildings. 
A move, however, has been latterly made in the right direction, 
from our reiterated recommendations and complaints; so we trust 
that in the next Report we shall have the honour of presenting to 
jour Excellency, we may be enabled to say that certain amend- 
ments, for which there is now ample room, will have been carried 
out. 

The sanitary state of this large asylum has been, on the whole, 
remarkably good. The infirmary appears, however, to be too 
restricted in dimensions and badly ventilated ; hence it becomes 
highly necessary to enlarge and render it more airy. The grounds 
attached to the building, about 50 acres in extent, are extremely 
well tilled, and give occupation to a considerable number of out- 
door labourers. 

There are various pastimes and amusements for the patients. 
There is, we regret to say, however, that one of an enlivening 
character notably absent — namely, music, so calculated to cheer 
and soothe the patients. It is only employed at the monthly 
balls. 

u February 8, 1864. — I this day and yesterday made a minute inspec- 
tion of the Cork Asylum, which contains at present its full complement 
of patients, in fact, four over its regular number ; the total being 504 — 
205 males and 239 females ; 131 of the whole being chargeable to the 
city and 373 to the county. The sanitary condition of the house is re- 
markably favourable, 22 of the inmates being in the infirmary, of whom 
only 8 were confined to bed by illness, and none under restraint or in 
seclusion throughout the establishment. The female divisions I found 
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remarkably clean, orderly, and well ventilated, and of an agreeable tem- 
perature ; the flooring in the day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories are 
kept in a most creditable state, as well as the beds and bedding. At the 
male side I did not observe the same regularity or evidence of attention ; 
great room for improvement is perceptible throughout, but particularly in 
Ho. 1 and No. 2 departments. The day-rooms in these latter are, no 
doubt, overcrowded; and as patients from other divisions have their meals 
in them, they cannot be as tidy as one could desire ; still they might be 
much more so than they are. I trust the Board of Governors will have 
seats similar to those now in use on the ground floor, at the. female side, 
supplied in the middle and upper galleries. 

‘‘ The attendants’ rooms, generally speaking, are cheerless and unfur- 
nished. They require presses for clothes, matting, and blinds, and at the 
cost of a few shillings each might be papered. Habitual untidiness on 
the part of servants, such as many of their rooms indicate, is sure to react 
on the patients themselves ; for which reason I should wish to see atten- 
dants made as comfortable as is consistent with their position, and then 
obliged to show an example to others of neatness and order. With re- 
ference to the mental condition of the patients, I have no particular obser- 
vation to make ; they all seemed to me, with one exception, to be fit sub- 
jects for an asylum. The individual case to which I allude is that of a 
man who had been formerly under treatment here, and was discharged as 
quite recovered in October last. On the 29th of January he was re-admitted 
from the gaol, under warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, as a dangerous 
lunatic; the depositions before the committing magistrateshaving been 
made on the 22nd January for an assault on the 25th December. The 
Resident Physician states that he was perfectly sane when received from 
the gaol, and has continued so up to the present ; while the man himself 
asserts he did not commit any assault whatever, aud was not brought before 
any magistrate. As the party ig question requests me to bring the matter 
before the Board, I do so. The kitchen and laundry appeared to be in. 
very good working order. I would, however, repeat the recommendation 
made by my colleague with regard to providing 1 a suitable washing ma- 
chine, now so generally used, and much approved of in lunatic asylums. 
The grounds continue to improve in appearance, especially around the 
chapel and infirmary. Still, I cannot but think, that.the proposed road 
in front and to the left of the buildings is both practically uncalled for, 
and likely to prove anything but ornamental. Time and labour could, in 
my opinion, be far better expended on the airing-yards at the rere of the 
asylum, which are gloomy, damp, and pent up by cheerless walls. 

“ April 19, 1864:. — On my inspection this day and yesterday of the Cork 
District Asylum I found the female divisions, particularly No. 3, clean, 
orderly, and well ventilated, most of the inmates belonging to them being 
either out exercising on the grounds or industriously occupied ; all well 
ordered and apparently carefully looked after. The male side I consider 
to be very mucb improved in every respect, and I cannot but express my 
satisfaction at the state of the wards and bed-rooms allocated to the idiotic 
and epileptic patients, who are for the most part of uncleanly habits. 

“I examined the beds and bedding all through the house, which, on 
the whole, were unobjectionable in point of cleanliness; at the same tune, 
I think, that in some of the dormitories mattresses would be found to be 
not only better, but eventually more economical. The attendants, rooms 
are still as uncomfortable and ill-furnished as on my former visit in h eb- 
rnary. 

* Nothing can be more discreditable than the condition of the water- 
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closets, with the exception of those that have been recently constructed. 
I was surprised at seeing the door and timber work in some of the pas- 
sages gnawed and eaten through by rats, which I understand has now 
become a perfect nuisance; so much so as to require the most prompt and 
efficient means for their destruction. 

u I have so often referred to the unbecoming state of the airing-yards 
that it is unnecessary for me to express a further opinion on the subject. 

“ The kitchen department is satisfactory ; and I am glad to learn that 
the laundry is about to be remodelled. I would again, from my experience 
of their great utility in other asylums, recommend one or two washing- 
machines to be provided. 

‘‘ The provisions which I saw, particularly the meat, were of good 
quality. I could desire, however, a better store-room for them ; as it is 
quite evident the one in use, though capable of great improvement, was 
never intended for the purpose. 

“1 visited the bed-rooms of the out-servants, which w r ere very disorderly, 
and have directed the Steward’s particular attention to them for the 
future. 

“ The infirmary, containing twenty-eight patients, chiefly chronic aud 
decrepit cases, seems to he very carefully kept. There are two rooms in 
it crowded, and of small area, occupied by uncleanly cases, in which the 
atmosphere is highly offensive and dangerously unwholesome — the result 
in no small degree of had ventilation, and originally of unsuitable con- 
struction, which no care or cleanliness cau effectually obviate. I see but 
the one mode of correcting the evil, and that is by building additional 
wards, which can be done during the coming season. 

“ The lately appointed Steward, Mr. James Vickers, who appears to me 
a very intelligent and suitable man for bis office, has requested of me to 
recommend the Board to supply him with certain fixtures and articles of 
furniture, carpet, blinds, &c. (to be the property of the asylum), as his 
apartments are very bare. Thinking the request not unreasonable, T would 
take the liberty of bringing it under the notice of the Governors.” 



November 21, 1S64. — Since the date of my last report in August, when 
I deemed it my duty to direct the attention of the Board to certain faults 
and. deficiencies in the Cork District Asylum, I am happy to observe that 
various improvements have been effected, particularly in the divisions 
wa ^ er “ c ^ ose ^ s an< i the lavatories have been materially altered. 
The benches, too, are very useful, and give a comfortable appearance to 
the galleries and day-rooms in which they exist. I would consequently 
recommend their more general use throughout the house. 

The flooring at the male side on which I animadverted is now in a 
very creditable condition, and kept with much more cleanliness. I observe 
also that the suggestions I made with reference to the sleeping rooms of 
the female attendants have been adopted, curtains, carpets, and presses 
being afforded them. I think it would be advisable to have the brickwork 
in their rooms painted for about four feet from the surbase,’ and which I 
am informed can be done for about 2s. each. I trust that similar arrange- 
ments will be immediately carried into effect in the male attendants’ apart- 
ments. Ike beds and bedding I found throughout the establishment to 
be in a satisfactory state, while the patients themselves (one only being 
under restraint from a strait- waistcoat) appear on the whole to be remark- 
ably healthy, and without any cause of complaint. The kitchen was in 
good order, but I cannot speak favourably of the laundry. It seems a 
very neglected department ; and as to the store-room for provisions and 
e general stqre-roorns, they are anything but creditable — dark, damp, and 
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din°y, without suitable means of accommodation for the articles at pre- 
sent thrown into them. With reference to the improvements so requisite 
in the airing courts, it is unnecessary for me to make an observation, 
as they and other matters connected with the asylum are under the con- 
sideration of a committee specially appointed for the purpose. 

“The Dumber of lunatics this day in the establishment amounts to 489 
of whom 126 are chargeable to the city and 363 to the county. The 
visits of the extern officers are regular, and duly entered; while the 
various books prescribed by order in Council are accurately kept.” 



KILKENNY ASYLUM. 

This asylum continues to be maintained in the same satisfactory 
manner as heretofore noted, and needs no comment by us on the 
present occasion. It is in every way a most creditable institution, 
and, we trust, will be found sufficiently ample for the district, 
which it certainly would not be but for the willingness of the Poor 
Law Guardians of the Kilkenny Union to receive certain epileptic 
and demented patients belonging to its electoral divisions into the 
workhouse, where a provision has been made for them. The 
Guardians of the Thomastown Union have also adopted a like 
arrangement ; but those belonging to tlie Callan and Castlecomer 
Unions are not disposed to act in a similar manner with, regard to 
the hopeless and tranquil incurables belonging to their respective 
electoral divisions. Should their objections continue, the result 
will he that a considerable expenditure on their part will have to 
be incurred in the enlargement of the asylum. In the body of 
the Report, we referred to the subject of lunatic wards in poor- 
houses, and took the Kilkenny Asylum— now containing 170 
patients, while the population of the district is under 147,000 — as 
a case in illustration. 



“ March 24, 1864. — There are this day iu the Kilkenny District Asylum 
161 patients— 86 males, 75 females ; of the total 27 are chargeable to the 
city, and 134 to the county; thus, according to population, the county has 
it3 full number of inmates proportionably with the city. The general 
condition of the establishment I consider as being very satisfactory, it is 
kept with due attention to neatness, order, and ventilation; the day -rooms, 
corridors, and dormitories in the male and female divisions were alike com- 
mendable, and I was glad to find the apartments belonging to the different 
servants very clean, and regular. I saw and examined every patient among 
the females; there are none fit to be discharged or removed to any other 
institution; some are convalescent. About ten or twelve of the idiotic 
and imbecile males might, in case of pressure, be placed in the workhouses 
of the electoral divisions to which they belong. I refer to this disposal 
of them, as there does not appear anything like accommodation for the 
urgent and curable cases that from time to time are certain to require 
proper asylum treatment; at present there is no vacancy at the male side. 
It is therefore of importance for the Board to take the subject into con- 
sideration with reference to meeting future demands, and which can only 
be effected either by enlarging the asylum or by restricting it as much as 
possible to cases calculated to derive direct benefit from a residence in it. 
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If Magistrates were less disposed to commit lunatics to gaol as dangerous, 
no doubt from motives of pure benevolence, often too without seeing the 
parties or making proper inquiries, Irish asylums would not be so crowded 
as they are. I find a female here, for example, near sixty years of age, 
who was committed to gaol under the act, whence she was brought here 
in a car, and so debilitated as to be placed in bed, in which she has ever 
since remained; further the Physicians do not regard her as having been 
so insane. To this subject severally the Inspectors, in their Report to 
Parliament, and which is now in print, are directing the attention of the 
Executive. 

“I examined the stores, and think the provisions of good quality. 
The various books, as prescribed, appear to be kept with great regularity 
by the Clerk. Both in and out of doors a large number of the patients 
were employed. The visits of the extern officers are duly entered, and 
their attendance in conformity with the Privy Council Rules.” 

“25th May , 1864. — I have to report in the most favourable terms of 
the appearance which the Kilkenny Asylum presented this day, on my 
inspection of it. Every department alike was in a praiseworthy state. 
The corridors, day-room, and dormitories are kept with a remarkable 
degree ef neatness. Altogether, as a public institution, I cannot hut 
think this asylum most creditable to the Board and officers immediately 
connected with it. The sanitary condition of the inmates is satisfactory, 
four of them only being confined to bed from illness or debility. No 
patient is under restraint or in seclusion, and I noticed less excitement 
perhaps than usual. The grounds in front of the house — indeed I may 
say the whole farm — are kept neatly and well cropped, and I am happy 
to percieve that the flax movement has been practically carried out here, 
as about a quarter of an acre (certainly not a very large quantity) is 
under cultivation. I examined the provisions, and as heretofore found 
them of good quality. On my visit to the workhouse I saw there two 
females who, being young, and their malady not of a long duration, I 
think ought to be admitted under the proposed arrangement.” 



“August 19tli, 1864. — On my inspection this day of the Kilkenny 
District Asylum I found it in its usual satisfactory condition. Nothing 
can be more creditable than the order, cleanliness, and quietude which 
pervade it. The patients are, I am quite satisfied, male and female, alike 
kindly and judiciously treated, while restraint of any kind may be 
regarded as altogether unemployed, occupation and out-door exercise 
constituting the chief means of management. I examined the books, 
accounts, &c., &c., which appear to me regular and well kept. There are 
but eight vacancies — three for females and five for m,en. In the in firmary 
there are two bed-ridden women, who weredirought here, I am informed, 
in the lowest state of bodily debility — one from gaol as a dangerous lunatic. 
I cannot but think they would both be very well cared in a poorhouse 
in the infirm wards, an opinion in which the Physicians of this asylum 
fully agree. 

“It is a perversion of the object for which the asylum was erected, if 
persons like M. F., are to he fixed for life in it, at a heavy and useless 
cost on the county rates.” * 

“ 14th November^ 1864.— -I have to report to the Board of Governors 
of the Kilkenny District Asylum that I consider the institution at large 
to he worthy of commendation. It is maintained in good order and with 
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marked cleanliness, the appearance of the patients affording the best 
indication of the attention bestowed on them. I find there are ten 
vacancies,* which is a satisfactory margin, so that I think with . a little 
care the asylum will be found ample for the legitimate wants of the 
district. It is to be regretted that the Union Workhouse at Callan and 
Gastlecomer have not as yet received imbecile and harmless patients from 
this institution, so as to afford opportunity for the admission into it of 
urgent cases from their respective divisions of the county. The only 
mode to meet the difficulty will be by making unions individually respon- 
sible for the insane of all denominations belonging to them, and who are 
resident in this house : in case of any structural additions these unions 
would have to meet the expense thereof. 

“ On inquiry I learn that the attendance at religious worship, both by 
the members of the Church of England and Roman Catholics, is full, and 
that the patients conduct themselves with great propriety. 

“ Since my last visit I notice a new mode of occupation within doors 
has been introduced by the Resident Physician, and with good results — 
basket and mat making. The Matron, as well as Dr. Delauy, report that 
at no previous period have more of the inmates been industriously 
engaged than at present. The house is particularly healthy, one person 
ouly being confined to bed owing to paralysis, she having been sent from 
the county prison, and since refused admission into the union to which 
she belongs, simply, as it appears to me, that the officials there might spare 
themselves the trouble, if it really deserves the name of ‘trouble/ of 
looking after her.* The cost there would be ten pounds, where she 
could be quite as well treated as here at an expense of about twenty 
pounds a year, occupying thus a place for a curable or dangerous lunatic.” 



KILLARNEY ASYLUM. 

The Killarney Asylum, like the Kilkenny, calls for no particular 
observations from us, it being uniformly well conducted, and exhi- 
biting marked cleanliness, order, and propriety. It has been 
ample rip to the present for the necessities of the county. 

“ June 16, 1864. — The state of the Killarney District Asylum I found 
to be most satisfactory on my inspection of it this day and yesterday. 
The whole establishment was orderly, remarkably clean, and well ven- 
tilated. The day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms were uniformly 
neat. I examined the bedding, which was unexceptionable all through 
the house. 

“The patients appear to be very carefully and kindly attended to; as a 
body they were well dressed. I heard no complaint of any kind from 
them. None were under restraint, or confined to bed by illness. At the 
female side the great majority were industriously occupied. Indeed I 
know of no asylum where the female department is more creditably kept 
than, in the Killarney. With Dr. Lawlor and Dr. Murphy I inquired into 
the symptoms and character of the inmates here individually, and we do 
not think there are more than four or five who could be removed to a 
union workhouse without danger. The house is now in fact overcrowded 
with male patients, there being 140, or ten more 'males in it than it was 
originally intended for ; the number of females is only 84, leaving 30 

* This patient has been since transferred to Castlecomer W orklionse, by order of the 
Poor Law Guardians, on application from the Board of Governors of the Asylum, 
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vacancies. Under these circumstances, I would direct the attention of the 
Board of Governors to a report of mine in September last as to ‘the means 
of providing fresh accommodation in the most economical mode. I will 
get Mr. Wilkinson to accompany me, as he is architect to the Board of 
Control ; his visit will cost nothing to the district, and he may suggest a 
plan to meet the requirements. 

“ The visits of the extern officers are regular, and the usual statutory 
books are correctly kept.” 



LIMERICK ASYLUM. 

As we have already observed, in a preceding part of the present 
Report, on the removal of the patients chargeable to Clare to the 
new asylum at Ennis, this asylum will be fully equal to meet the 
lunatic wants of the city and county Limerick, and also, that spare 
room will be found in it for infirmary purposes. Consequently 
we have not acceded to the wishes of the Board in recommending 
the erection of a detached hospital, which would be attended with 
considerable additional expense. As they stand, the buildings 
are straggling, and connected by flagged passages, some of them, 
so great has been the pressure of applicants for admission, having 
been converted into day -rooms, and even sleeping apartments. 
These we propose should be remodelled and renovated, and thus 
converted to practically good purposes, as soon as the opportunity 
offers, through a diminution of the existing number of patients. 

The Limerick Asylum has, fortunately, for many years, notwith- 
standing its drawbacks, been particularly healthful, and is conducted 
with due regard to the comfort of the inmates ; the grounds are 
now admirably tilled. 

A handsome chapel for the Roman Catholic inmates has just 
been erected. 

% “ I have to report in favourable terms of the general condition of the 
Limerick District Asylum as it appeared to me on inspection this day, 
■when there were eutered on the Statement Book 220 males and 219 
females, belonging in the aggregate 73 to the city, 198 to the county of 
Limerick, and 168 to county Clare. The house is remarkably healthy, 
two only being confined to bed by illness, and under medical treatment. 
The day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors, are orderly, fresh, aud well 
ventilated. . The walls here and there require to be newly plastered, 
particularly in Ho. 4 and 5 female divisions. The bedding is good, but 
the bedsteads on the lowest landings are as bad as they can be. 

" A certain amount of amusement and light occupation is afforded to the 
patients in this institution, but I think a material benefit would result 
from music more generally encouraged, as in many other asylums. 

<C I examined the books as directed by the Privy Council Rules j they are 
all kept, but not so fully as they might be, particularly in regard to visits 
of extern officers. The Roman Catholic Chaplain, who is most frequent 
in his visits, does not enter them, which even as a reference it would be 
advisable for him to do ■ similarly the length of stay in the house on 
official business should be duly entered by Rule XXXIV., by the officers 
themselves. 

“ With regard to the very important subject of erecting an infirmary, it 
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becomes a question whether its establishment might not fairly and with 
unquestionable economy be deferred until such time as the Glare patients 
are likely *to be drafted off, certainly in eighteen or twenty months. The 
rooms vacated by them maybe then converted to the desirable object 
referred to by the Board and Grand Jury.” 



ii27th April, 1864. — 1 find on inspection this day 441 patients in the 
Limerick asylum, 222 males and 219 females, all remarkably healthy, in 
fact not one confined to bed by illness, and I am happy to add not 
one under restraint of any kind, though as I have before noticed and can 
testify from present observation that in no district in Ireland are the 
lunatics so noisy and extravagant in demeanour as those belonging to 
Limerick and Clare. 

<£ The house generally I found well ventilated, clean and in good order, 
but from the wear of time much out of repair and very deficient in those 
interior ornaments and structural arrangements, so noticeable in most 
other district hospitals for the insane of this country ; but in au over- 
crowded establishment such as this, and until the Glare patients are drafted 
off there is no room for improvement in various particulars. 

‘‘The provisions are reported as being for the most part very good and 
latterly supplied in due time. The patients capable of employment are 
constantly occupied usefully in aud out of doors, while amusements suited 
to their different conditions are not neglected. 

« The attendance of the extern staff is regular.” 



« 27 th August, 1864. — I have to report for the information of the Board 
of Governors, that the condition of the Limerick District Asylum, which 
I this day inspected i 3 , on the whole very satisfactory. The patients are 
healthy and well clad, and particularly free from sickness, one female alone 
being confined to bed from illness. As usual, the house is overcrowded ; 
but I trust in the coming year all the inmates belonging to the county of 
Clare will have been removed to the asylum at Ennis. 

“The fireplaces just erected appear to me to be well adapted to their 
object. I think that placed in No. 1 corridor, male side, would be much 
more effective if the door opposite to it leading into the airing yard, and 
not six feet distant, was closed up and a new doorway opened lower down. 

“As there is a large quantity of flagging all through the establishment, 
additional fires in some of the existing grates would be highly advisable 
for the next four or five months, particularly in damp or frosty weather. 

“The lately built day-rooms require to be newly tarred externally, aud 
it would be well also to paint tbe wood-work of the ceilings with a thick 
coating of the common cheap paint used on farm-work. 

“ The laundry is now in good working order, hut I would suggest to the 
Board that stands should be placed around the troughs for the women who 
work in it, such as are ordinarily employed, to protect their feet from 
wet j as in a large institution such as this there must necessarily be a 
considerable quantity of very foul linen, I would also suggest for obvious 
reasons that a washing machine should be provided, as in most othei 
asylums. I examined the provisions, bread and meat, both of which 
appear to be of good quality, but I am informed the milk is frequently 
indifferent. Considering that milk is regularly given twice a day, anc 
on two days of the week three times, it might be very well substituted it 
part in the evening by cocoa or coffee. Dietary being thus renderec 
more varied, would I apprehend be fully as cheap as that in use at present 

“ The extern officers are as usual regular in their attendance. 
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Londonderry LONDONDERRY. 

Asylum. 

On the removal of the patients belonging to the county of 
Donegal to the new Lunatic institution at Letterkenny, and which 
will take place immediately, this asylum will be restricted solely to 
the county and city of Derry. It at present contains 230 patients, 
or fully 50 beyond what it ought reasonably accommodate. Thus 1 
ISO available beds, as at present constituted, might be considered 
the provision for the lunatic poor of Derry. The house itself 
like that of Carlow, is in a very indifferent state of repair, and 
requires bath-rooms, lavatories, water-closets, additional’ day- 
rooms, workshops, but above all an infirmary. A question now 
arises, and one of considerable importance, not only as regards 
the lunatic poor of the county, but of the community of the city 
of Derry itself. We have more than once in previous reports ad- 
verted to the position of this asylum and the grounds around it, 
which may be regarded as almost in the town itself, and offering 
a barrier to the further extension of the streets at a side most 
adapted for traffic. Under these circumstances, and being aware 
that mercantile men in Derry feel this serious interruption to the 
extension of the town at its seaward side, it becomes a matter of 
consideration whether it would not be much more advisable to 
purchase the ground for the site of an asylum somewhat more 
remote and more in the open country, rather than enlarge the 
present institution, which in our opinion is ill adapted for any 
satisfactory increase; and which must necessarily be attended 
with no small expense. _ Our recommendation to the Board, now 
as on former occasions, is to dispose of the whole concern as it 
stands, for which no doubt a very liberal price would he paid 
by the Corporation or by some speculative company for the erec- 
tion of streets thereon. With the money so obtained, and the 
advances, which probably would not much exceed those necessary 
tor the alterations and improvements referred to, an hospital for 
the insane of suitable and adequate dimensions might be con- 
structed, having attached to it the requisite quantity of lahd for 
the occupation of the patients, and for farming purposes. 

With reference to the past year no particular incident has 
occurred deserving of notice. The house has been satisfactorily 
conducted, and the official and other returns, when required, 
regularly transmitted to us. The patients are generally very 
industriously employed in this institution, particularly the females. 



June 27, 1864 — I this day inspected the Derry District Asylum, 
containing 230 patients, viz., 113 females and 1 17 miles. Of the aggro- 
l “n fi ar g eaUe Berl 7 county and city, with a population of 

184,000 inhabitants; and 136 to the county of Donegal, with 287,000 
inhabitants; thus the latter has, numerically speaking, an accommodation 
greater than Derry. The general condition of the institution I cannot 
but regard as very satisfactory, the inmates all having the appearance of 
being carefully ami judiciously attended to ; they are clean ami well c hi. 
Ibe day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping apartments are orderly and well- 
ventilated, notwithstanding the overcrowded state of the house by fully 
sixty patients. The females are, for the great majority, industriously 
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occupied witliin doors, whilst the average number of men employed on Lo ^°.™™ RT 

the farm, irrespective of those at domestic pursuits, amounts to forty- 

eiaht. I examined particularly into the school department, which I con- 
sider to he a very beneficial one; and from what I learn has proved 
ti radically useful as a curative agent. Under any circumstances, whatever 
eno-ao-es the mind so. as to direct it from the ordinary indulgence in 
delirium cannot but prove serviceable ; and I trust, now that the matter 
las been tested, that a school will be established for the females likely to 
benefit thereby. I am happy to find that a fund is about being formed. 

IVith reference to the many improvements urgently required in this 
asylum, as well as to structural alterations and additions, I shall not now 
dwell on them. The question is one of much importance, and can be best 
entered on when the asylum at Letterkenuy is fit for occupation. I am 
disposed, however, to think that eventually it will be found much more 
advisable to abandon tbe present buildings, wbicb are very much behind 
modern ideas, to sell the grounds, and with the proceeds, fnlly ample to 
erect a new asylum, to select a more appropriate site. If the existing 
establishment be juade what it ought to be, as a curative institution for 
tbe insane, the cost thereof will constitute a very large item. The sani- 
tary condition of the asylum is very favourable. One patient only is 
under restraint, and that of the very mildest form, and for her own pro- 
tection. . The visits of the extern officers are most regular, and duly 
recorded, whilst the ministrations of the Chaplains are productive of much 
benefit, and fully valued by their congregations. I was happy to he 
informed by the Resident Physician and Matron that the attendants are 
both humane and very well conducted in every point of view. The con- 
tracts, too, I understand, are fairly carried out.” 



MARYBOROUGH. Majlyboeovgh 

Asylum. 

This institution has not only been increased during the past 
year by accommodation for 40 inmates, but commodious in- 
firmaries at either side of the house for males and females have 
been constructed and furnished with every requisite for the benefit 
of the patients — the total provision for whom amounts now to 
260 bfcds, which will, we anticipate, meet the wants of the King's 
and Queen’s counties now constituting the district. The new 
buildings are in character and keeping with the old, being of cut 
stone and modelled upon a suitable plan. They also contain well- 
sized day-rooms and corridors properly ventilated. A refectory 
too of spacious dimensions has been erected, and the kitchen 
enlarged and otherwise improved. We think it, however, highly 
expedient that from fifteen to twenty acres of land at the rear of 
the building should be rented or purchased. 

“ January 16, 1864.— I, this day, minutely inspected the Maryborough 
Asylum, tbe total number of lunatics in it amounting to 186, ol whom 
belong to the King’s, and 80 to the Queen’s County; thus it would appear, 
as the population of the two comities is alike — in round numbers, yU,0UU 
that the former has an excess of 28 inmates above its partner conn y, a 
circumstance which should not be overlooked by the Board m tue im- 
position of future vacancies. . . 

“Tbe general condition of tbe establishment, I regard as satisfactory , 
the patients are remarkably healthy, one only being confined to bed from 
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Maryborough illness ; they are comfortably clad, their personal cleanliness duly looked 
A sylum . after— some few, perhaps, being not as tidy in appearance as they might 

be. The day-rooms, corridors, and dormitories, I found to be orderly 
» well ventilated, and of a healthful temperature j the bedding, sheets and 
blankets, Ac., Ac., though in parts much worn, were clean, and in good 
repair. A very large proportion of the females were industriously engaged 
within doors; the weather not being favourable, Jew of the males could 
be employed at outside work. In an agricultural district, it unfortunately 
happens that there is little suitable in-door occupation available for farm 
labourers in a lunatic asylum, it therefore becomes the more necessary 
that means of amusement should be provided for them, to break the 
monotony of existence, which tends so much to retard the recovery of the 
insane. I examined the provisions, which, with the exception of meat 
obtained at a low contract of Ad, a lb., was of good quality. The store- 
keeper’s department seems very restricted in accommodation ; the books 
at present used are correctly kept, but I perceive that the system directed 
by an order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council is not yet in operation. 
The visits of the extern officers are regularly entered. 

‘•With reference to the new buildings, I do not think much progress is 
being made in them ; with more energy on the pavt’ of the contractor 
they might be completed and occupied by the close of next autumn. 
The gaols of the district contain many dangerous lunatics, whose detention 
in them is injurious to the parties themselves, and subversive of prison 
discipline. Previous to the conclusion, however, of the contract, various 
minor alterations and improvements in the old edifice, may be well worthy 
of attention of the Board, as being not only necessary , but admitting of 
being economically carried out, under an advance from the Treasury, the 
repayment extending over years, and not bearing interest. 

“Before concluding, I would respectfully direct the attention of the 
Governors of the Maryborough Asylum, to the comparatively small salary 
paid to its resident Medical Superintendent. Being of opinion, that the 
resident medical officers in Irish lunatic asylums, are, as a body, 
inadequately remunerated, considering their unceasing duties, their 
serious responsibilities, and their deprivation of public practice, I cannot 
but think that Dr. Sliiell lias strong claims on the favourable and liberal 
consideration of the Board. By his zeal and assiduity in the fulfilment of 
the duties imposed ou him, both as Manager and Resident Physician he 
has, since his appointment, afforded every satisfaction to the Executive, 
and I should hope his services arc alike valued by the influential Board, 
under which he acts. * 

The additions and alterations to which I refer, have been already 
mentioned, in great measure, by the Inspectors in their various reports, 
and comprise lavatories, sculleries, and water-closets, in each of the different 
divisions- furniture of a suitable character in the day-rooms — chairs and 
forms with backs, such as are to be found in almost all other asylums. 
Bedsteads of a better description than those now in use, and principally 
o wood, should be purchased for the new building, and those already worn 
out should be replaced by a like article. 

The flooring in some of the day-rooms needs renovation — and instead 
of flagging in the dormitories, the floors should be of timber. The heavy 
iron bars around the fireplaces in the corridors might he removed, as 
well as the iron bolts on the doors, which give a prison-like appearance 
to the passages. In fact, the more lightsome and airy an institution for 
the insane is made, the more its practical utility is increased^ The house 
° ei jj r a PP ears me require to be re-done up and re-painted, and 
the old furniture renovated. If the Board coincides in opinion with me 
on the subject, I would suggest that a Committee of three Governors

ation, and report thereon, as well as on the propriety of purchasing or A sTLUM ‘ 
renting some eight or ten acres of land in addition, to a future Board in 
one of the summer months.” » 

“July 19, 1864. — I have this day inspected the Maryborough District 
Lunatic Asylum, andhave to report very favourably on its general condition. 

There are at present 98 males and 89 females, all of whom are very care- 
fully attended to ; they are well clothed and cleanly in their persons, 
and, with a few exceptions, very quiet and orderly. The several day- 
rooms, corridors, and dormitories are kept particularly clean and well 
ventilated j the bedding, in general, is in good order, but the coverlets, in 
very many cases, require to be renewed ; the wood-work, such as the 
doors, &c., require painting, which would not only add to the general 
appearance, but tend to preserve it. I find the new buildings are pro- 
gressing, which, when finished, will have the effect of relieving the 
present overcrowded state of the establishment. The male patients are 
employed on the farm, which is in good order, and producing fair average 
crops ; the females .are engaged in the laundry, sewing, knitting, &c.” 

“ September 14, 1S64. — Visited and found the establishment in the most 
orderly condition, taking into account the number of tradesmen employed 
all through the institution. The patients appear tube comfortable, and 
in each division alike, under very careful supervision.” 

“ December 1, 1864. — On inspecting the Maryborough District Lunatic 
Asylum this day, the registered number of patients in it amounts, in the 
aggregate, to 180 — 95 males and 85 females, all of whom appear to be 
carefully looked after — none under restraint of any kind, or confined to 
bed by illness. The house I consider to be clean, orderly, and well 
ventilated, and the bedding of good quality. The corridors, in damp 
weather particularly, should, during the winter months, be well supplied 
with fires, as they have a cold and cheerless aspect. I think it highly 
advisable that, instead of cold milk with bread, a hot meal of good cocoa 
or chocolate should be substituted, with at least eight ounces of bread for 
the males, and six for the females. The unvaried use of meat soup, I am 
of opinion, is not so nutritious or wholesome as the economical giving of 
solid meat, with vegetables — say once in the week — an opinion which I 
understand has been already expressed as theirs, by the two physicians 
to the institution. The visits of the extern officers are, I perceive, very 
regular” 



MULLINGAR. 

This asylum, which contained at the close of 1863, 305 patients, 
has experienced a diminution in its numbers during the past year, 
291 inmates only remaining on the 31st December last, 150 males 
and 141 females. It has been characterized by the same general 
good order and management as heretofore, and continues to pro- 
vide every necessary comfort, occupation, and amusement for the 
advantage of its inmates. The pleasure grounds are particularly 
well laid out, and present a pleasing appearance, while the farm 
is judiciously and profitably cultivated, the house being supplied 
with plenty of vegetable food of various kinds and of the finest 
growth. As the fullest details are given in the Appendix and in 
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our Minutes of Inspection it is not necessary to repeat them here. 
We may observe, however, that we have had occasion to advert to 
the mode of taking contracts in this as in one or two other asylums. 
What is required by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury and by the Audit Comissioners is plainly set forth in the 
Circular given in the Appendix P. ; and we trust that in this 
institution the instructions issued under the authority of the 
Privy Council Rules will be carefully observed, and the prescribed 
forms adopted for the future. 

“ February 20, 1864. — I found the Mullingar Lunatic Asylum, on my 
inspection of it this day, in a satisfactory state — clean, orderly, and well 
supplied with fires ; the day-rooms and dormitories fresh and well ven- 
tilated ; the patients — who, as a body, appear to be very carefully attended 
to — remarkably healthy, a considerable number of them being indus- 
triously occupied. On examining the books, which are regularly kept, I 
was happy to find that a saving of expenditure, amounting to abont 
£900 in the year, has been effected, during which period many improve- 
ments have been carried out, both interiorly and on the farm. The 
aggregate number of patients amounts to 303, and are thus chargeable 
126 to Westmeath, to Meath 124, and to Longford 52. I could desire to 
see the sleeping-rooms belonging to the servants and attendants made 
somewhat more comfortable and better furnished. The walls, at a very 
moderate cost, might be wainscotted for a height of about four feet, and 
blinds affixed to the windows. I have directed the attention of Dr. 
Berkeley to the subject, in order that he may submit it to the Board for 
consideration. I further think that when the servants of the institution 
are thus kindly regarded, they themselves should become examples of 
neatness and order to the patients, as untidy attendants are sure to have 
the insane placed under their care wanting in regularity and cleanliness.” 

“May 14, 1864 — I have this day inspected the Mullingar District 
Lunatic Asylum. The several day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors were 
particularly clean, orderly, and well ventilated, the beds and bedding 
clean, and in good order. The patients were all quiet and tranquil, pre- 
senting a very healthy appearance. The sanitary condition of the 
establishment is very satisfactory, there being but one (a female) confined 
to bed. 

“ The grounds are in excellent order, the crops looking clean and 
healthy. 

“ The damp walls, which have been so long in a bad state, have under- 
gone thorough repair, and are now dry and in good order.” 

“May 30, 1864. — I visited the Mullingar Asylum this day, and have 
to report of it in the same favourable terms as my colleague, Dr. Hatchell, 
did on his last inspection abont a month hack. 

“The house generally being in a most satisfactory state, the patients 
cleanly in appearance, well clad, tranquil for the great majority, and 
content. 1 did not hear a single complaint from any of them. 

“ The reconstruction of the sewers and the laying down of the drain 
pipes for soft water for the laundry and other purposes, cannot fail of 
being highly useful as well as economical in their results. The contract, 
from the nature and extent of the works, appears to me not only very 
cheap, but as being efficiently carried out. 

“ There was a subject to which the Inspectors frequently directed the 
attention of the Board, as being one of much importance i I refer to the 
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dampness and dry rot, wliieli seemed to me to have been daily increasing 1 . 

I am happy to find that the plan adopted, with the sanction of the Board, 
by the Resident Medical Superintendent, has been successful in remedying 
the evil. I have examined some of the joists, which it was thought 
necessary to remove ; nothing could be worse than their condition. They 
were completely decayed. 

“ The upper corridors are very monotonous, at the male side particularly, 
from one uniform whiteness, unbroken by a single attempt at ornamen- 
tation. 

“I have requested Dr. Berkeley to make some little improvement in 
them, by a slight contrast of colour, and the addition of a few cheap and 
homely articles of furniture. 

“The attendants’ rooms too in the male divisions are bare, dingy, and 
neglected. I trust that an improvement will be speedily effected in 
them. 

“ The sanitary state of the inmates is best exemplified by the fact that 
no individual in the establishment is confined to bed from illness, and but 
one on my colleague’s late inspection. 

“ I witnessed the patients at chapel, and was much gratified at their 
quiet and becoming demeanour. 

iC As the question of increased accommodation for the - insane poor of 
the district is just now one of some interest, X made special and personal 
inquiry into each case in the asylum, and think that not more than ten 
males and eight females of the whole number, 286, could with propriety 
be withdrawn from regular treatment here. 

“ There are at present but fourteen vacancies.” 

“July 23, 1864.— I this day visited the Mullingar District Asylum, 
which presented its usual orderly appearance ; and. from what I observed 
I cannot entertain a doubt of the kindly and judicious treatment which 
the patients receive. 

“ Their sanitary condition continues very satisfactory, one inmate only 
being confined to bed from bodily disease, and none under mechanical 
restraint of any kind, or in seclusion. 

“ In some dormitories the blankets and counterpanes will speedily need 
renewal, as those in use are much worn. I am glad to perceive that the 
means adopted, with the sanction of the Board, by the Resident Physician, 
have been particularly successful, and at a most moderate expense, in 
obviating the dry rot and damp which wa3 so prevalent in the front centre 
of the building. 

“ The grounds too are much improved. s 

“I regret, however, to find that the neglected state of the attendants 
rooms at the male side, and which I had already pointed out to Doctor 
Berkeley, is still noticeable, as the excuse given me by him is that he had 
other work on hand which occupied him. I trust he will at once turn his 
attention to this matter and to other details which I have brought before 
him. 

“ On looking over the Daily Statement Book since the date of my last 
inspection, I perceive an entry made by Dr. Berkeley to the effect that 
two of the attendants returned to the asylum under the influence of drink, 
but not to any great extent. As their previous character was unexcep- 
tionable, I recommended him instead of dismissing them altogether, to 
inflict a pecuniary fine on them, but for the future should any servant 
return to the house similarly affected, he should be dismissed. 

“ There are at present 293 patients in the house, or only 7 under the full 
number, 118 being chargeable to Westmeath, 124 to Meath, and 51 to 
Longford.” 
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“September 12, 1864. — The general condition of this asylum I consider 
to be most satisfactory. The house is remarkably clean, orderly, and 
well ventilated, the patients kindly and judiciously treated, none of them 
con lined to bed by bodily illness, and none under restraint. 

« The improvements commenced in the course of the summer within 
doors in regard to painting, wainscotting, die., will, on tho completion of 
the new water-closets, render all the interior portions of the house allocated 
to the officers and the insane themselves particularly comfortable; but I 
observe that the sleeping-rooms of the attendants are much in the same 
unfinished state that I remarked upon in a former report. As no servants 
have more trying or unceasing duties than those in charge of lunatics, 
when they show themselves, as is the case here, deserving of considera- 
tion, I think it should he extended to their minor domestic comforts. 

“ The farm appears to be well cultivated and the crops abundant, but 
the ornamental ground along the front wall is not kept with tho care I 
could desire. The ball-alley just erected, and at the moderate cost of 
sixteen pounds, cannot fail of being very useful. I have suggested to the 
Resident Physician to get the other or eastern face of the wall similarly 
plastered with cement, if the Board of Governors did not object, as thus, 
at the additional expense of two or three pounds, a second court, quite as 
good in every respect as the first, would be made. 

“ The male side of the establishment is now fully occupied, or rather 
contains three inmates beyond its proper number, while the female is all 
but filled; hence it is quite evident that as the Mullingar Asylum is not 
adequate to meet the wants of existing, independent of contingent or out- 
standing cases, the gaols of the three counties will gradually become 
encumbered with lunatics committed to them as dangerous by local 
Magistrates. At present there are in the institution 121 patients belong- 
ing to Westmeath, 125 to Meath, and 51 to Longford. As the mode of 
obtaining a prospective accommodation has been already brought under 
the notice of the Executive and the Governors of this asylum, it is un- 
necessary for mo to refer further to the subject at present. 

<l On examining with the Physicians into the cases individually as they 
present themselves, I do not think that more than five and twenty out of 
the whole, if even so many, could be removed from the Mullingar Asylum 
to poorhouses, where, too, they would require a certain care and super- 
vision ; further, considering the difficulties which Boards of Guardians for 
the most part throw in the way of taking the insane of any denomination, 
however tranquil or demented, into union workhouses, it is apparent that 
fresh accommodation of some kind or other must be speedily provided for 
the district.” 



OMAGH ASYLUM. 

The great want of out-door employment is the chief drawback to 
the well-being of this institution, and, as recommended in our last 
Heport, additional land is required to give occupation of a useful 
and profitable kind to the male inmates. We then stated, “ The 
farm, comprising only 24 acres, is evidently too small for the general 
number of male patients, 160, in the asylum. From 16 to 20 acres 
should be taken in addition, and which from their position, scarcely 
100 yards distant at the south-west side from portions of the 
building, it would be particularly advantageous to obtain.” Our 
opinions have undergone no change on this subject ; and we feel 
that, for the reasons set forth at pp. 39, 40 of the Thirteenth Report, 
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the Governors could not do better than adopt the suggestion, 
which, among other advantages, would prove eventually most 
economical in its results, and by giving occupation to a greater 
number of the inmates than can at present be employed be of 
essential service to them in a curative point of view. 

“ March 26, 1864. — I have to report very favourably on the general 
conditionof the Omagh District Lunatic Asylum, which I inspected this day. 
There are at present 311 patients in the institution, viz. : — 178 males and 
133 females ; 79 being from the county Fermanagh and 232 from Tyrone. 
The patients all appeared quiet and orderly, none being under restraint 
or seclusion. They are comfortably clothed, and clean in their persons. 
The sanitary condition of the house is very satisfactory, there being but 
three females and one male confined to bed. On inspecting the several 
day-rooms and corridors, I observed they all required whitewashing, in 
short the entire house requires it. It would add much to the appearance 
of the corridors on the men’s side if the walls were coloured the same as 
on the female side. 

11 On visiting the infirmary, I found one side of it used as a ham for 
thrashing corn, which I think is most decidedly objectionable, and ain of 
opinion, that it ought to be kept ready for its legitimate purpose, which 
might he required at any moment; independent of which, the fact of 
storing corn in it has caused it to he infested by rats, to the great injury 
of the woodwork, such as the doors, flooring, &c. A slied could be built 
at a trifling expense for farming purposes, which would save a building 
that cost the county a large sum, I understand £1,500. 

“I have examined the provisions, they are all of good quality, and 
very well kept. The books aro also correct. It would be a great 
advantage to the patients if more backed seats were placed in the cor- 
ridors. "The water-closets on the male side were not as clean as they 
ought to he.” 

“May 10, 1S64. — I this day made a very minute inspection of the 
Omagh District Asylum, in which if I found much to approve of, 1 also 
found many deficiencies. The sanitary condition of the house continues 
in the same satisfactory way, as noticed by my colleague on his last visit, 
and I make no doubt but that the patients, both male and female, are 
most humanely treated. 

“I examined all the books, as prescribed to be kept by the Privy 
Council Rules, and have to report, that the greatest credit is due to the 
Clerk for their regularity. 

“ The female divisions are on the whole very orderly, clean, , and well 
ventilated, the beds and bedding good, and the floors in corridors, day- 
rooms and dormitories, alike to be commended. The walls are for the 
most part cold and cheerless, nothing in the shape of flowers, prints, oV 
homely ornament to break their monotonous appearance, while a few 
pounds judiciously expended would make a most material difference for 
the better. On this head we are far behind the English Asylums. I was 
glad to see a considerable number of the females industriously occupied. 
The airing courts allocated to them appear to he quite neglected, just as 
they were six years ago. The male divisions are on the whole dingy and 
unfurnished, the beds and bedding in some rooms indifferent, or quite 
worn out, and the apartments themselves look as if, with a little more 
ckre on the part of the attendants, they might be much improved. . With 
reference to means of indoor amusement or employment, I could discover 
none. I think they should he devised. Out of 178 men, I am told there 
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are only six available as tailors, carpenters, shoemakers, &c., while the 
average on the farm is only twenty, one day with another. 

“In the Daily Statement Book, the Physicians’ Abstract of Cases ia 
overlooked, an error which I hope will be speedily rectified. I think it 
would be advisable to limit the number of passes on any one day to an 
eighth of the attendants. 

“ It is quite evident unless due care be taken by the Board in the 
selection of cases to be admitted, that very shortly this asylum will be 
found much too small for the district, and it might be well for the Physi- 
cians to report on those who being simply imbecile or utterly demented 
but tranquil, might be located in their respective unions ; as it is, there 
are in the house twenty-eight at the male side over the proper number 
and more ought not be received except under very urgent circumstances. 
Tyrone too, has beyond its fair proportion five-and-twenty or thirty 
patients. 

“ I fully coincide in the views taken by Dr. Hatchell about the infir- 
mary and colouring of the walls, and trust they will be acted on by the 
Board. 

“ The provisions, with the exception of the milk, were all of good 
quality. The attendance of the Chaplains I find to be regular. I ought 
not omit to mention the great improvement in the social life of the 
inmates of this asylum effected lately through the formation of a baud, 
the music of which I listened to with the greatest pleasure. In the sum- 
mer months I think all the patients should be brought out on the grounds 
to hear it; for, if there be one enjoyment which the human mind in its 
lowest state can feel, it is music.” 

“September 15, 1864. — I have this day inspected the Omagh District 
Lunatic Asylum, and found it in very creditable order. The several day- 
rooms, corridors, and dormitories, ou both the male and female side of the 
house were clean and well ventilated ; the beds and bedding in good 
order, with the exception of the quilts, many being very much out of 
repair, in fact worn out. I was glad to observe the walls of corridors on 
the male side are painted up to about four feet, and hope to see those on 
the female side painted to the same height. The airing yards are as yet 
in an unfinished state. I would suggest for the consideration of the 
Board, the necessity of having stone steps instead of those cut in the 
earth, which become dangerous to the infirm patients, particularly in wet 
weather. 

“ The sanitary condition of the establishment is very satisfactory, there 
being only four— two males and two females— confined to bed. There 
are none under restraint or in seclusion.” 



RICHMOND ASYLUM. 

From the frequency of our visits to the Richmond Asylum, and 
the intercourse we are thus enabled to have with the Board of 
Governors at their meetings, when we have the advantage of 
personally discussing with them details connected with the 
improvement and management of this large establishment, con- 
taining altogether over 900 inmates, staff included, we have found 
it unnecessary to inscribe special Reports on its condition in the 
ordinary mode adopted elsewhere. 

Within the year no material alteration or increase of a structural 
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character has been effected in it ; but in a variety of ways the 
house has been improved, particularly in regard to baths and 
facilities for promptly diffusing hot water through all the divisions 
and lavatories. Washing-stands have been placed in some of the 
associate dormitories — an arrangement which we approve of, as 
giving them a more homely character. The painting and papering 
of the rooms and corridors have materially progressed, and we can 
report most favourably of the condition of the various female 
work-rooms, and of the schools generally, the attendance of the 
patients at which has conduced to habits of order and self-control, 
and otherwise has been productive of good results, the daily 
average number of patients receiving instruction being over 100. 

The grounds, too, have undergone improvement, and are now in 
an advanced state of cultivation, supplying the house with vege- 
tables of every description throughout the year, the value of which, 
when fresh and of good quality, as a dietetic accessary, cannot 
possibly be over-estimated in institutions for the insane. 

The large number of lunatics in this establishment necessarily 
taxes the Resident Medical Superintendent’s invention to provide 
a greater variety of occupations and amusements for them than in 
smaller institutions ; hence we find that various games and exercises 
out of doors, and lectures, music, and exhibitions in doors, have 
been successfully established. In a preceding portion of this 
Report, under the head of Gaols, reference was made to the 
advantages of taking additional ground both in the front and rear 
of the present buildings, in case their enlargement should be 
decided on. We would here, however, observe, that under any 
circumstances, and from the advantages hitherto derived from 
having dairy cattle, even to a limited extent, on the farm, in our 
opinion, it would be highly advisable, even on the score of economy, 
that the land in question should be annexed to the institution. 

A refectory capable of dining 500 patients, has been approved 
by the Board of Governors, the money (£1,300) for the erection 
of which we have recommended to the Lord Lieutenant and 
Council should he issued in the usual way. 

On the 31st December last the number of luuatics in this asylum 
amounted to 713, and were thus chargeable to the component 
parts of the district : —

Thus Dublin had one bed in the asylum to every 700 of its 
population ; Dublin county, 1 to every 840 ; county Wicklow, 
county Louth, and the county of the town of Drogheda all nearly 
the same, or about 1 bed to every 1,080 of their inhabitants. 
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SLIGO ASYLUM. 

With reference to this asylum, we have little to observe beyond 
the fact, that it is satisfactorily conducted, as we have uniformly 
stated in all our preceding reports, and that not only through 
judicious management has it proved equal to the demands on it 
from the counties of Sligo and Leitrim, to which it belongs, but 
that there is at all times a considerable margin of vacancies. We 
are happy to state that the Board of Governors have acceded to 
a suggestion made by us in a minute of inspection, and have 
applied to the Privy Council for permission to rent thirteen statute 
acres, in addition to the present farm, which we always considered 
of rather small dimensions. For the purposes proposed by the 
Governors themselves, namely — to supply the house fully during 
winter and summer with milk and butter, the Steward is of opinion 
that ten acres more will he required, and which, if the Governors 
adopt our views, they will acquire without difficulty, as the present 
tenant in occupation is about to surrender. 

“April 1, 1864. — There are this day in the Sligo District Asylum 
1ST patients — 102 males, 85 females ; of the total 127 chargeable to the 
county Sligo, 60 to the county Leitrim. The institution generally is in 
the same favourable condition as hitherto I have had occasion to notice. 
The patients, in regard to their bodily health, are particularly fortunate, 
only two being confined to bed, while in the treatment of their menial 
affections no recourse whatever is had to mechanical coercion or restraint, 
however violent or dangerous they may be. I Cannot, therefore, but 
think that a very judicious management both in and out of doors charac- 
terizes this institution. The house itself, now that the winter is gone by, 
requires a general cleaning; many of the day-rooms, corridors, and 
sleeping-rooms appear to rue dingy and somewhat out of repair. 1 ex- 
amined the beds and bedding, and I regret I cannot approve of the state 
in which I found them at the female side, which should always be kept 
with the greatest attention to neatness and order. The nurses them- 
selves are by no means, as a body, models of regularity and cleanliness ; 
so it is in vain to expect that lunatics will present a cared-for appear- 
ance unless those in charge of them, be they men or women, give them 
a good example. I trust, on the next visit of inspection, either by my 
colleague or me, that an improvement will have been effected. 

“ The books, as prescribed by the Privy Council, and the general 
accounts, appear to be accurately kept, and the visits of the extern 
officers regular and duly entered. The provisions which I saw are of 
good quality.” 

“July 26, 1864. — On my inspection of the Sligo District Asylum, 
and examination into its general details of management, the gratifying 
opportunity is afforded me of reporting, as has been so often the case, 
that I found it in a most creditable state. The health of the inmates is 
particularly good, and their creature comforts in every respect duly 
attended to. The day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping apartments, single 
as well as associated, fully clean, orderly, and well ventilated; and 1 was 
glad to notice a marked improvement in the dress of the female servants 
as well as in the condition of their rooms, on which I had to animadvert 
at my last visit. 

“ The attendance at the school appears, under all circumstances, to be 
large, no less than 50, between the patients of both sexes, receiving 
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daily instruction, of the benefit of which a satisfactory proof is afforded Ji"™, 

ij the fact that one of the lunatics was primarily educated in it, and 

on recovery is now employed as a paid assistant in the laundry. I 
examined the various hooks prescribed by the Privy Council Rules, 
which I signed, as being fully and accurately kept. 

“ The farm appears to be very well cropped, and the grounds about 
the house in proper character and tastefully arranged. I think the 
Hesident Physician, in allowing the patients, both male and female, to 
he out together listening to the band, and under due supervision, acts 
on a very 0 humanizing principle, as the nearer an establishment for the 
insane can be brought to the level of wliat obtains in out-door life, the 
more beneficial it is to the inmates, and the more thereby are the 
prejudices in the public mind against the term ‘lunacy’ removed. 

1 “ With reference to any wants or deficiencies in the house, to which 
I cmidit to call the attention of the Board, there appear to me at present 
bnt very few. I could, however, desire to see some iron chairs, or seats 
with backs, in the infirmary, airing courts, and three or four in front of 
the building, for the use of the infirm, in listening to the hand. The 
woodwork in part of the central building, occupied by the Resident 
Physician and Matron, requires to be re-painted. 

“The total number of patients in Asylum at this date amounts to 
198—85 females and 113 males— chargeable in the aggregate, 13S to 
Sligo town and county, GO to Leitrim. The employed yesterday was 
72°males and 53 females— a very large proportion of the whole. In 
conclusion, I cannot bnt congratulate the Board of Governors on the fact 
that, while there is a large margin of vacancies in this institution, no 
party who could reasonably seek admission has been refused to partici- 
pate in the benefits afforded by the Sligo District Asylum. 



WATERFORD ASYLUM. 

Considerable inconvenience lias been felt in this institution from 
the want of proper chapel accommodation. A plan for providing 
such had been prepared and approved by the Commissioners oi 
Control and Correspondence, but the Governors objected to the 
proposition, which was to have a detached building, aud were 
anxious that an apartment in the asylum should be fitted up for 
the purpose; the principal objection to which is, that in going to 
chapel the females should pass through the male portion of the 
house, an arrangement of which we could not approve, as it would 
he very difficult to maintain due discipline and order, above an at 
a time when propriety of demeanour should be especially observed. 
We trust, however, that in the course of the current year steps 
may be taken to provide in a becoming manner for tlie due cele- 
bration of divine service, which contributes so powerfully to tian- 
qnillize the minds of those patients who are capable of the in- 
fluence of religious observances. 

The condition of the Waterford Asylum has been highly satis- 
factory, under the supervision of the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent appointed in 1863, on the retirement of the then manager. 
The recommendations contained in our reports from time to tune 
have been carefully attended to, and such alterations, with a view 
to improvements in the apartments, corridors, &c., &c., as we felt 
it necessary to suggest, promptly adopted. 
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“February 22, 1S64. — I this day inspected the Waterford District 
Asylum, in which are 154 patients, 78 being males, and 76 females. Of 
the whole number, 102 belong to the county, and are chargeable to it, 
and 52 to the city. The relative population of the county and city, at 
the Census of 1861, was 109,000 and 23,000 : thus the city has propor- 
tionally four times more to pay on the score of accommodation. At the 
present date, last year, there were only 130 lunatic inmates in the esta- 
blishment. It appears to me that au erroneous action has been taken in 
regard to the infirmary provision, which ought not to be considered as a 
bona fide addition. The infirmary beds should not be counted as forming 
portion of the general accommodation. They are intended for patients, 
already in the asylum, who may be affected with serious bodily disease, 
or attacked by any prevailing epidemic. I think great discretion should 
be exercised in the admission of patients, otherwise the asylum will have 
to he speedily and considerably enlarged. Many individuals aro located 
in hospitals for the insane (to the exclusion of urgent and curable cases), 
who, if carefully looked after, and put on good food in union workhouses, 
might get on very well. There is a respectable party here, who, I under- 
stand, has nearly £200 a year ; he was received from the gaol as a 
dangerous lunatic. Arrangements could be very properly made to have 
him placed, at his own expense, in a private licensed house, and not 
charged on the public rates. The establishment I found, generally speak- 
ing, in a very satisfactory state, and particularly healthy. The patients 
all seem to be carefully and judiciously attended to. The female divisions 
were orderly, clean, and well ventilated ; and the male divisions, though 
not as neat in some respects as they might be, were still comfortable. I 
could desire that some small sum, say £10, should he handed over to the 
Resident Physician to effect various little improvements in the day-rooms 
and corridors at the male side. 

“ I examined the provisions, which, with the exception of the bread, 
were good. 

“The attendance of the extern officers are regular, and daily entered.” 

“March 8, 18G4. — I have this day inspected the Waterford District 
Lunatic Asylum, and have to report very favourably on its general con- 
dition. The several day-rooms, dormitories, and corridors on both sides 
of the house are clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The bath-rooms and 
water-closets are in good order, and well supplied with water. I think 
the baths should have a supply of hot water as well as cold, which would 
facilitate very much the washing and cleansing of the patients, and save 
the necessity of having hot water brought up from the laundry. I have 
examined the provisions ; they were all of good quality. The patients 
were all tranquil and orderly, and their sanitary state satisfactory. They 
appear to be carefully attended to, both as to occupation and amusement. 
The day being fair, many of the males were walking round the grounds, 
enjoying themselves with music. On examining the hook, I find the 
attendance of the Visiting Physician and the other officers to be regular ” 

“May 2, 1864. — I have to report in very favourable terms of the state 
in which I found the Waterford District Asylum on my inspection of it 
this day. The day-rooms, corridors, and sleeping-rooms were all remark- 
ably clean and orderly, and I mako no doubt of the kind and judicious 
treatment adopted towards the patients. I could, however, desire that 
some more furniture, of a suitable character, should he provided : I refer 
to a few easy chairs in the infirmaries, and seats with backs in the day- 
rooms. I think, too, it would be well if the new sitting-rooms were 
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panelled for a height of about 3^ feet. In consequence of the observa- 
tions made by Mr. Blake, in a passing visit, and as from his position, as 
member of the city, just attention is due to all he states, particularly on 
lunatic subjects, I made inquiry as to the amusement and light occupation 
at the command of the inmates of this house, and I am informed that 
dancing parties are regular at the female side once a week, where two 
hired musicians attend, with a violin and violincello. Every day there 
is a band at the male side, consisting of flute, picolo, fife, drum, tambourine, 
and triangle, played from twelve to two o’clock by patients and attend- 
ants. The males dance constantly in the evenings. Outdoor there is 
football and nine-pins. Both exercise at all hours in fine weather. In- 
doors there are newspapers, periodicals, cards and drafts, and the corridors 
have birds, plants, &c., &c. No doubt amusements should be liberally 
supplied ; and as Mr. Blake does not consider them sufficient, I think he 
very properly brings the subject under the notice of his brother Gover- 
nors, who, I am sure, will give his opinion due consideration. 

“The provisions which I examined were all of good quality. 

“ Having attended at the Board meeting, various questions connected 
with the discipline of the house were discussed at it.” 

“ September 20, 1864. — I found the Waterford Lunatic Asylum, on my 
visit to it this day, very clean, and all through well ventilated. The 
patients, from the appearance they present, I make no doubt are carefully 
and kindly looked after. Three were confined to bed by illness, one under 
restraint, but of a mild form, his hand being muffled to prevent his injur- 
ing others. The house is certainly much overcrowded, and rooms are 
converted from their original object to purposes far different. The infir- 
mary is made, for example, a common sleeping-room for ordinary inmates . 
not labouring under any bodily affection, and day-rooms have been changed 
into dormitories. It is quite clear that additional accommodation for the 
insane poor of the district is required, and should be provided. Two 
large dormitories and two day-rooms, of suitable size, appear to be moat 
necessary ; so I beg to bring the subject officially before the Governors. 
I apprehend the proposed mode of heating Ho. 1 corridor will not be 
effective; at the same time it will injure materially the appearance and 
neatness of the corridor itself. If the tubes are to be practically of benefit 
they should pass through the cells, as at the Cork Asylum.” 

“December 15, 1864. — I have to report in favourable terms of the state 
of the Waterford Asylum this day, on my inspection of it. It appears 
very clean and well ventilated, and, at the same time, with a genial tem- 
perature. The bedding I find particularly clean, and infirmaries com- 
fortable. I think blinds in them highly advisable. With the exception 
of some few, both at the male and female side of the house, the inmates 
are well clad, suitably to the season. The sleeping and day rooms are 
very crowded, particularly the latter. With reference to the erection of 
a chapel (much needed), Mr. Wilkinson reports that, on examining the 
premises, he is of opinion that a detached building would, for various 
reasons, be the most advisable. I fully coincide with him. As I have 
already expressed my views at the Board, it is unnecessary now to repeat 
them.”

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, Lv virtue 
of the powers given nnto us hy the statutes in that case made anil pro- 
vided do hereby order and direct that the following further rules shall 
be added to and form a part of the said rules and regulations made 
framed, and established as aforesaid. ’ 



RULES. 



1. That a system of education be authorized in those asylums where 
the Governors are disposed to adopt it, but subject to the followim* rera- 
lations : — ° b 



2. That the Resident Medical Superintendent alone shall select such 
patients as may be deemed likely to benefit by tuition, and shall reflate 
the hours at which such tuition may be given. 

& The elementary books to be used shall be those of the National 
.board of Education. 



4. No religious instruction shall be given in the schools. 

5. The Board of Governors may employ a male teacher and a female 
teacher m each asylum. The salary of the former not to exceed forty 
pounds a-year, and of the latter thirty pounds. 

6 When a larger salary is proposed to be paid, or when, from the size 
ol the asylum, more than one teacher of either sex is required, the 
Board shall apply to the Lord Lieutenant for an authority to appoint 
such salary or teacher. J

Sir 5 1st December, 1864. Lunatics. 

I am directed by tbe Inspectors to transmit to you, herewith, a copy 
of ' a circular issued at their suggestion by the Commissioners for admi- 
nistering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, on the subject of 
dangerous lunatics in Workhouses, and to request that in future when 
application is made by the Board of Guardians of any of the Workhouses 
of the district, for admission into the asylum under your charge, of any 
inmate stated to have become insane in the Workhouse, and whose case 
shall appear, from the medical certificate and other information furnished 
by the Workhouse authorities, to be a suitable one, you will receive same 
as soon as practicable ; and in the event of there being no room available, 

I am to request you will immediately communicate the fact to the Work- 
house authorities, intimating at the same time, as nearly as circumstances 
will permit, when a vacancy is likely to occur, in order to guide them as 
to the course they should adopt in regard to the detention of the lunatic 
during the intervening period.

Dangerous Lunatics. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
Sm, 1 8th R o vemb er, 1864. 

The attention of the Commissioners for admiuistering the Laws for 
Relief of the Poor in Ireland has been drawn to the circumstance that 
where lunatic inmates of Workhouses have become, or have been supposed 
to be, dangerous, Boards of Guardians have in some instances resorted at 
once to the provisions of the law which enable J ustices, on due informa- 
tion, to commit dangerous lunatics to gaol, instead of making application 
to the authorities of the lunatic asylum, for the district, in order to obtain 
admission for the patient. 

The Commissioners are of opinion that in all cases of this kind, where 
it is practicable, application for admission should, in the first instance, be 
made to the authorities of the lunatic asylum, stating the particulars of 
the case ; but at the same time they think, that in the event of such an 
application being refused or postponed for want of room, the necessary 
steps should be taken to effect removal to gaol, as a place of safer custody 
than the Workhouse, pending admission to the asylum. 

This appears to be the view taken by the Inspectors of Lunatic 
Asylums on the subject, who in a memorandum submitted to the Under 
Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, and referred to the Commissioners for 
consideration, state as follows : — 

“When a case of insanity requiring, in the opinion of the Medical Officer, asylum 
treatment, occurs in the "Workhouse, a communication should immediately he made to the 
Resident Medical Superintendent of the District Lunatic Asylum, informing him of the 
particulars of the case, when, should it appear from the facts stated to he a proper one for 
admission, and if there should he at the time a vacancy available in the institution, the 
lunatic will he immediately received ; but in no case should committal to gaol he resorted 
to unless as a last resource, and when there is no room in the asylum.” 
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Dangerous The Commissioners recommend the Guardians to act in accordance 
Lunatics. v i ew j n a u future cases in which it is practicable, and to avoid 

as far as possible, having informations sworn with a view to the committal 
of lunatics to gaol, until they have endeavoured, unsuccessfully, to obtain 
admission for them to the asylum.

I am directed by the Inspectors to transmit to you herewith copies 
of the forms of tender, contract bond, and contract lists, at present in use 
at the Central Asylum for Criminal Lunatics at Dundrmn, and which the 
Inspectors propose for adoption in district lunatic asylums, with a view 
to establishing a uniform system of making contracts. 

In adopting these forms it will be necessary to make certain verbal 
alterations therein, to meet the requirements of the asylum under your 
charge, and which alterations will at once suggest themselves to you. 

I am to add — with reference to the form of bond, which has been care- 
fully considered and approved by the law adviser — that the Lords Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have given directions to have 
proper measures taken in future to enforce the due fulfilment of contracts 
in lunatic asylums in this country, it having been recently represented to 
their Lordships by the Commissioners for Auditing the Public Accounts 
that a contractor, who was not required to enter into a bond, declined to 
continue supplying the article which he had contracted to supply. 

I am therefore to state that it will be necessary, in future, with a view 
to the proper performance of their engagements, to bind the contractors 
for all the principal articles, and their sureties, in sums to be regulated 
at the discretion of the Board — having regard to the probable amount of 
their contracts ; the bonds to be duly stamped according to the amount of 
the penalty provided in each case. 

The Inspectors would further suggest that all contracts should, as far 
as possible, be entered into annually, commencing with the financial year, 
as such an arrangement would be found most satisfactory and convenient, 
both to the Governors themselves, to this department, and to the Com- 
missioners for auditing the public accounts.

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APPENDIX G. 

General Rules and Regulations for the Management of 
District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland. 

Carlisle. 

Whereas by an order made on tbe 27th day of March, 1843, certain 
general rules and regulations were established for the good conduct and 
management of the several District Lunatic Asylums in Ireland ; and by 
orders made respectively the 13th of April, 1844, the 15th of February, 

1847, and the 14th of October, 1853, certain further general rules and 
regulations were established for the good conduct and management of 
those asylums. 

An d whereas it is expedient that the said rules should be rescinded, as 
well as all bye-laws founded on them. 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland, by virtue 
of the powers given unto Us by the statutes in such case made and pro- 
vided, do order and direct that the said several rules and regulations, 
and all by-laws founded thereon, be rescinded, and tliat for the future 
good conduct and management of such asylums, and for defining the 
duties of the different officers connected therewith, the following rules 
and regulations be substituted in place thereof : — 

THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS. The Board 

of Gover- 

1. The Board of Governors of each asylum, three members whereof now. 
shall form a quorum, shall meet regularly on a fixed day, and at a fixed 
hour, to be determined by the Governors, once in every month (or 
oftener, should it be deemed necessary or advisable), for the discharge of 
the ordinary business of the institution ; and every such Board shall 
examine into all fiscal details and the general management of the asylum; 
and after an inspection of it by two or more Governors, shall enter on tbe 
minutes of the day’s proceedings, a report of its state as to cleanliness, 
regularity, and order, and the condition of its inmates, stating how far 
their well-being and comforts are attended to. 

2. Should a board not assemble on the ordinary day, the Resident 
Medical Superintendent shall issue summonses for a meeting on that day 
week. 

3. Special meetings may be summoned at not less than four days’ 
notice for any particular object upon a requisition to tbe Resident Medical 
Superintendent to that effect, signed by two or more Governors, or by 
one of the Inspectors. 

4. A full and accurate copy of the minutes of proceedings of every 
meeting of the Board shall be transmitted to the Inspectors within four 
days from the day of meeting ; the Board shall also transmit to the 
Inspectors the quarterly accounts and estimates of expenditure, and all 
applications for the advance of moneys for the current asylum main- 
tenance. 

5. All tenders for contracts, whether accepted or rejected, signed as 
such by the Chairman of the Board at which they have been opened, 
shall be duly forwarded to the office of the Inspectors for examination 
and approval. All receipts for disbursements in regard to current 
expenditure, duly authenticated by the Board, shall be sent to the Com- 
missioners of Audit in London.

General

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6. The general dietary shall be regulated by the Board, subject to such 
alterations as the Inspectors may think fit from time to time to recom- 
mend. The Medical Officers shall be at liberty to prescribe such extras 
as they may deem necessary.

ADMISSION, TREATMENT, AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 

7. Persons labouring under mental disease, duly certified as such by a 
registered physician or surgeon, and for whom papers of application are 
filled up in the prescribed form, to the satisfaction of the Board, shall he 
admissible into District Asylums, after having been examined bv the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

8. No patient is to he admitted without the sanction of the Board 
except by order of the Lord Lieutenant, or in case of urgency, when the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, or in bis absence, the Consulting and 
Yisiting Physician of the asylum, may admit upon his own authority, 
stating on the face of his order the grounds upon which he acts. 

9. The Board may require an engagement to be given in writing for 
the removal of any patient, to be signed by the friends of the patient, or 
the magistrate, clergyman, or other responsible person who signs the ap- 
plication for admission. 

10. Patients, except where special reasons to the contrary may exist, 
are to be clad in the dress of the institution, and their own clothes are 
carefully to be laid by, to be returned to them on their discharge. 

11. The patients shall, on admission, he carefully bathed and cleansed, 
unless otherwise directed by the Resident Medical Superintendent. They 
shall he treated with all the gentleness compatible with their condition ; 
and restraint, when necessary, shall be as moderate, both in extent and 
duration, as is consistent with the safety and advantage of the patient. 

12. Strict regularity shall be observed with respect to the hours for 
rising in the morning and retiring for the night ; that for rising being 
fixed at six o’clock from the 1st of April to the ;30tli of September, and 
for retiring at an hour not earlier than half-past eight o’clock nor later 
than nine for the same period. During the winter six months the 
patients shall rise at seven, and retire not earlier than seven nor later 
than eight o’clock. 

13. The like regularity must be observed with respect to meals ; in no 

case shall the number of meals be less or more than three, and they shall 
be supplied during tbe summer six months at the following hours, viz. : 
breakfast at eight o’clock; dinner at- one o’clock; and sapper at six 
o’clock and during tbe winter six months at tbe following hours, viz. : 
breakfast at nine o’clock ; dinner at two o’clock : and supper at half-past 
five o’clock. 1 

14. On the admission of a patient the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
or, if he shall be absent on leave, the Consulting and Visiting Physician, 
shall make himself acquainted as far as possible with the history of the 
case, and note the same down in the General Registry; he shall also 
examine into the bodily condition of the patient, who is to be placed in 
an appropriate division, and carefully attended to both medically and 
personally. 

15. Patients may be visited from time to time by their friends, with 
the permission of the Resklent Medical Superintendent, and as a general 
rule between tbe hours of 12 and 4 o’clock, p.m. 

16. No patient shall be discharged without an order from the Board, 
on a certificate signed by both Medical Officers, stating the then mental 
condition of the patient ; aud no lunatic transferred to an asylum from 
gaol, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, as dangerous, shall be set free or 
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Lander! over to liis friends as ceasing to be dangerous, except on a joint 
certificate to that effect, from both Medical Officers ; but in the interval 
between the meetings of the Board it shall be in the power of the Inspec- 
tors, or one of them, to order the discharge of any patient (not being a 
criminal lunatic placed in the asylum under an order of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant) ; but no such order shall be made, except at the request of the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, until after a personal inspection of the 
patient by the Inspector making it ; and in every case the order shall be 
in writing, stating the grounds on which it is made, and shall be deposited 
with the Resident Medical Superintendent, to be kept by him among the 
records of the asylum. 

17. On the discharge of patients who have no available means, the 
Board is authorized to allow the expense of their journey home. 

18. Patients confined in the Central Asylum at Dundrum and removable 
therefrom, under the 12th section of S & 9 Vic., cap. 107, shall, if insane, 
at the expiration of their period of imprisonment, and if liable to be 
treated as pauper lunatics, be transmitted after due inquiry by the 
Inspectors to the District Asylum, to which, as pauper lunatics, they 
shall appear to have been admissible previous to their being taken into 
custody. In the absence of any such definite information they shall be 
transferred to the District Asylum of the locality in which the offence 
with which they were charged was committed. Lunatics so transferred 
to District Asylums may be discharged therefrom by order of the Board 
of each asylum, as if they had been originally admitted by it. 



RESIDENT MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT. Resident 

Medical 

19. The Resident Medical Superintendent shall be duly qualified as a Superinten- 

Physician and Surgeon. denfc - 

20. He shall superintend and regulate the whole establishment, and is 
to be intrusted with the moral and general medical treatment of its 
inmates, for whose well-being and safe custody he shall be responsible; 
and he shall at all times devote his best exertions to the efficient manage- 
ment of the institution. 

21. He shall engage all servants a.nd attendants, subject to the appro- 
bation of the Board ; and fine, suspend, or with the sanction of the Board 
or Inspectors, dismiss them for infraction of rules or neglect of duty. In 
cases, however, of drunkenness, insubordination, or cruelty, he may 
peremptorily dismiss any attendant, reporting the name of the party and 
the cause of dismissal to the Inspectors within four days, and to the 
Governors at their next meeting. He shall take care that no servant or 
attendant be engaged by him who is under twenty-two or over thirty-six 
years of age, and who has not the most satisfactory testimonials as to 
sobriety, good temper, and morality. 

22. He shall, before one o’clock, p.m., inspect the whole establishment 
daily, — dormitories, — dining-rooms, — kitchen, — laundry, stores, &c. He 
shall go through all the divisions, and see that they are orderly, well 
Tenlblated, and of a proper temperature. He shall carefully examine 
sp-ch patient who may seem to require his advice, or to whom his atten- 
tion may be directed. When going round the female divisions he shall 
be accompanied by the Matron or Head Nurse, who shall direct his 
attention to any matter worthy of notice. 

, He shall take care that all the Officers of the institution acquit 
hemselves of their respective duties, and in any case of their neglect, he 
r ^P or b accordingly to the Board at its next meeting. 

-4. He shall also visit the male divisions after the patients have retired 
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to rest, and satisfy himself that they are safely and comfortably located 
for the night. 

25. In complicated or difficult cases of mental disease, or any ewe 
requiring particular treatment, he shall freely communicate with the Con- 
sulting and Visiting Physician, and concert with him the most judicious 
mode of treatment which should he adopted. 

26. He shall never be absent from the Asylum at the same time with 
the Matron, nor ever for the night without special leave from a Board of 
Governors or the Inspectors, and upon every such absence he shall enter 
in the book the date aud period ; and inform the Consulting and Visiting 
Physician, who for the time shall exercise a general supervision over the 
establishment. 

27. He shall be careful that the following books are kept with regularity, 
and that they are at all times ready for inspection, viz. : — 

1. The General Registry. 

2. The Registry of Discharges and Deaths. 

3. The Medical Journal. 

4. The Morning Statement Book, which shall contain a return of the 

number of patients divided according to their sex and charge- 
ability, — the names of those admitted and discharged, specifying 
their mental condition, — the names of those who have died, — 
the number employed, — the names of those who may be under 
mechanical restraint or seclusion, and the causes thereof,— the 
number under medical treatment, — the hour and duration of 
visits of the respective officers, to be recorded by themselves. 
This daily return to be countersigned by the Resident Medical 
Superintendent. 

5. The Want Book, in which, previous to each monthly meeting, all 

articles required for the use of the asylum shall be entered for 
the approval and signature of the Chairman. 

6. The Minute Book, containing a full and faithful record of the pro- 

ceedings of the Board. 

7. The Letter or Correspondence Book, in which shall be entered 

the dates of all letters received, and copies of all letters written 
on business of the institution. 

8. The Application Book, in which shall he entered the particulars 

of the several applications for admission. 

9. The Memorandum Book for such observations and reports as any 

of the Governors or Officers may think necessary to insert in it. 

28. He is to take care that the Minutes of each meeting are fully and 
accurately transcribed ; that all communications directed by the Board 
are written, and despatched in due course ; that any returns or informa- 
tion required by the Inspectors he furnished to them without delay ; that 
all accounts of the institution are kept in accordance with the regulations 
of the Inspectors ; and that the hills and vouchers are regularly prepared 
and submitted to the Governors at their meetings. He shall be respon- 
sible for the disbursement of such money as may be placed in his hands 
by the Board. 

29. All contracts and bonds of agreement shall he made in his name, 
and he shall exercise a general supervision over the various articles con- 
tracted for as to quantity and quality; and if of inferior quality or defi- 
cient in quantity, he is authorized, should he feel fully justified in so 
doing, to procure an equivalent snpply elsewhere at the contractors 
expense. 

30. He shall report at each meeting on the general condition of the 
establishment, and direct the attention of the Board to any matter that 
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may tend to the well-being of the patients, and the efficient management 
of the institution. 

31. He shall prepare annually, uot later than the 31st of January, a 
general report to the Board on the condition and expenditure of the 
Asylum during the preceding year, which shall be published as the Board 
may direct. 



CONSULTING AND VISITING PHYSICIAN. Consulting 

and Visiting 

32. The Consulting and Visiting Physician shall attend at the Asylum three rjl jsician. 
days in the week, and on every day in those Asylums where the number of 
patients shall exceed 200 ; the regular hour of attendance being in the inter- 
val of from ten to one o’clock, unless otherwise arranged, by mutual consent, 
between the Medical Officers. On his arrival he is to communicate with 

the Resident Medical Superintendent, in company with whom lie shall 
visit all patients labouring under bodily disease, whose course of treatment 
he shall direct, and any who are in seclusion, or under restraint. He 
shall also see such patients as may have been admitted since his preceding 
day of attendance, and any others whom he may desire to visit. 

33. He shall attend at all times when called on by the Resident 
Medical Superintendent, and afford such advice and assistance as may be 
required of him, whether to patients, officers, or servants, and daily in 
cases of acute illness, and accidents of a dangerous nature. He shall, 
once, at least, in each fortnight, examine with the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, into the mental condition of every patient in the Asylum. 

34. He is on every day of attendance to enter in the Morning State- 
ment Book the hour aud duration of his visit. 

35. When requiring leave of absence, he shall make application to the 
Board, in order that, if it be deemed necessary, a duly qualified substitute 
may he provided in his place. 

36. In conjunction with the Resident Medical Superintendent he is to 
examine into the mental condition of every patient before being dis- 
charged, and consult with him thereon, before signing the necessary 
medical certificate. Should the Inspectors deem it advisable, the Con- 
sulting and Visiting Physician shall attend daily at any Asylum, irrespec- 
tive of the number of patients in it, and afford them any information they 
may require. 

37. In every Asylum a Case Book shall he kept in the office, in which 
the history of important cases shall be entered, with such observations as 
the Medical Officer in immediate charge of them may consider useful and 
interesting. 

38. When a Surgeon is specially attached as such to a District Asylum, 
be is to attend on accidents of a serious character, perform operations 
when necessary, and take charge of cases purely surgical. The patients 
under his immediate care should, if possible, be treated in the infirmary, 
and his visits are to be regulated as those of the Consulting and Visiting 
Physician. 

CHAPLAINS. Chaplains. 

3.9, When no regular chapels are attached to an Asylum the Board 
shall direct a suitable place to be temporarily allocated to religious 
worship. 

The Chaplains are to attend on Sundays aud holidays to officiate accord- 
ing to their respective creeds. They are to visit the Institution once in 
the week, at least, to administer religious instruction to those who, in the 
opinion of the Resident Medical Superintendent, may be susceptible of it* 

I 
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influence. They are sedulously to avoid all subjects of controversy. In 
case of illness they shall attend when called on. Each Chaplain is to 
keep a book at the Asylum, giving the result of his religious ministrations, 
to be submitted to the Board at its meetings, and to be retained in the 
office. 



TheMatron. THE MATRON. 

40. She shall reside constantly in the Asylum, and shall exercise 
immediate superintendence over the female department, but in position 
and authority subordinate to the Besident Medical Superintendent, to 
whom she is to report daily its condition, and any irregularity or mis- 
conduct that may occur within it. 

41. She shall take care that cleanliness, both in person and dress, is 
strictly attended to, and shall have particular regard to the rooms in 
which sick, refractory, or idiotic patients are confined. 

42. She shall employ the female patients as advantageously as possible 
to themselves and to the establishment, and in every way endeavour to 
promote their comfort and well-being. 

43. She shall examine the different apartments in the female divisions 
every day before eleven o’clock ; and shall walk through the corridors 
after the patients have retired to bed, and see that every patient is safely 
and comfortably located for tlie night, and that the nurses are in their 
proper divisions. 

44. She shall accompany the Besident Medical Superintendent and the 
Consulting and Visiting Physician when visiting the female division of 
the Asylum, and receive from either of them auy instructions he may 
deem advisable as to the treatment of the patients. 

45. She shall look after the inner clothing, bedding, linen, &c., &c., of 
the patients, see that they are kept in good repair, and shall take care 
that, without waste, there is a regular supply of sheeting, stockings, 
shirts, &c., &c. When she notices a deficiency she shall apply, by a 
written requisition, to the Besident Medical Superintendent for such 
articles as may be required, and for which she shall be accountable on 
their receipt from the Storekeeper, to whom she shall return all condemned 
or worn-out articles, to be disposed of by order of the Board. 

46. She shall pay strict attention to the state of the laundry, and to 
the order and regularity in which it is conducted, and exercise a general 
superintendence over the culinary department, the cleanliness of the 
dairies, pantries, &c., &c. 

47. At meal hours she shall inspect the female refectories, and promote 
habits of regularity, decorum, aud cleanliness among tbe patients, and 
due attention on the part of the nurses. 

48. The Matron is to consider herself an officer of great trust, and must 
sedulously watch over the good conduct and becoming demeanour of the 
female servants aud attendants. She shall not absent herself from the 
Asylum at the same time as the Besident Medical Superintendent; nor 
at any time without the special permission of the Board or the Inspectors. 

Apothecary. THE APOTHECARY. 

49. He shall attend daily at the Asylum before two o’clock, or when- 
ever required by the Resident Medical Superintendent. He is to com- 
pound all prescriptions, entering them in the general prescription books 
in full, and inscribe tbe necessary directions on each parcel legibly. He 
shall take care that all medicines not used or which shall be counter- 
ordered shall be returned to him. He is to assist in the infirmary, or in 
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auy other part of the institution where his services are needed, hut shall 
not prescribe for patients. 

50. He is to take stock twice in the year, and make requisitions to the 
Board through the Resident Medical Superintendent. Surgical instru- 
ments and those employed for restraint are to be kept in the Apothecary’s 
shop, to which no person unauthorized by either of the Medical Officers 
shall on any pretence whatever have access in his absence. 



CLERK AND STOREKEEPER. Clerk and 

Store- 

51. He shall attend daily in the office, under the directions of the keeper. 
Resident Medical Superintendent, and take charge of the various books 

in it. After each meeting he shall make an accurate transcript of its 
proceedings, to be signed by the Chairman of the next Board. He shall 
copy letters written on official business, and file those received. He shall 
keep all accounts, examine receipts and vouchers, see that the hills are 
in accordance with the contract prices, and have them in order and readi- 
ness, to be submitted at the usual meetings. 

52. He shall have charge of the stores of the institution, and receive 
the same and be accountable for the quantity and quality, so as to show 
the issues of every sort, ordinary as well as extras, and check the issues 
and consumption -with each other. 

53. He shall keep an account of the clothing, both male and female, 
exhibiting in a clear manner the quantities from time to time received, 
the articles delivered out, together with the divisions in which such 
articles have been supplied, and is on no account to issue any articles 
from store in lieu of any other article of the same kind, without a written 
order (to be filed) from the Resident Medical Superintendent or Matron. 

54. He shall keep an account of the receipts and issues of coals, candles, 
soap, &c., &e., also an inventory of the furniture, beds, bedding, house 
linen, &c., &c. 

55. He shall sign the pass-books kept by the various contractors for 
milk, bread, meat, &c., &c., on the delivery of each article, and is also to 
keep a pass-book to be signed by the contractors in which the quantity 
delivered shall be entered. 

56. He shall attend for the issue of stores ; and in the daily delivery 
of food to the cook, he shall take particular care that the quantity is pro- 
portionate to the demand in the different divisions as specified in the 
Dietary Book, and that ample time is allowed for the cooking and prepa- 
ration of the various meals. 

57. He shall, as far as possible, see that no misapplication of food or 
other articles occurs after having been issued from the stores, and is from 
time to time to observe the male patients at their meals, and judge whether 
they have received their regular allowances. Twice in every year, viz., 
in March and October, and oftener if required, he shall take stock under 
the direction of the Board, and make out an accurate return in detail, of 
the aggregate receipts and issues during the preceding six months, or any 
other required period. 

SERVANTS AND ATTENDANTS. Servants 

and 

58. The servants and attendants, both male and female, shall be directly Attendants, 
responsible to the Resident Medical Superintendent, and shall observe 

habits of cleanliness, order, and subordination, as well as the most unvary- 
ing kindness towards the lunatics placed under their charge. 

59. They shall never absent themselves from their divisions so as to 
leave the patients unguarded, nor shall they attempt mechanical restraint, 
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seclusion, or the use of the shower or plunge bath, without express direc- 
tions from either of the Medical Officers. The presence of a servant or 
attendant, in the case of baths being given, shall be imperative. 

60. In the morning they are to see that the patients are properly- 
washed and dressed, and at night that due regard be paid to their comfort 

61. They are to be present when the patients are at meals. They shall 
pay particular attention to the clothing and becoming appearance of the 
patients ; and shall contribute all in their power, both in and out of doors, 
to their amusement and occupation. 

62. They shall be answerable for the safe keeping of the lunatics under 
their care, and iu the event of escape, attributable to any negligence on 
their part, shall be liable to a flue, or to dismissal. 

63. At the male side they shall report daily to the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, the conditions of their respective wards and corridors; 
at the female, to the Matron ; and shall keep a diary in reference to the 
patients. 

64. They shall, iu their communications with the Medical Officers and 
Matron, state all the circumstances relating to each patient withiii their 
knowledge, and study, as much as possible, the character and peculiarities 
of the different lunatics under their charge. 

65. They are to be responsible for the cleanliness and care of bedding, 
linen, &c., &c., in their respective divisions, and when repairs are wanted, 
shall report the same — at the male side, to the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent, — at the female, to the Matron. 

66. They are to deliver out the foul linen of their divisions to the 
Laundress on the appointed days, with a docket specifying the description 
and number of articles, and are to compare the docket with the clean 
linen when returned, and are to report any neglect on the part of the 
Laundress. 

67. They are to keep their own presses and private rooms in a state 
of regularity and cleanliness. 

68. No servant or attendant is to be permitted egress from the insti- 
tution, without the sanction of the Resident Medical Superintendent, or 
in his absence, if a female, of the Matron, if a male, of the Clerk and 
Storekeeper, with the sanction of the Consulting and Visiting Physician, 
by a written pass ; and on no account are the children of any domestic to 
reside in the Asylum. 

69. They are on no account to receive any perquisites, either in money 
or value, from patients, or from the friends of patients admitted to the 
Asylum ; any infraction of this rule is to be followed by immediate 
dismissal. 

70. They are to avoid any harsh or intemperate language to patients, 
and must, by steadiness, kindness, and gentleness, endeavour to contribute 
to that system of moral government upon which the value of the Asylum 
depends. 



Tb* Cook. 



THE COOK. 



71. The Cook shall take care that in the morning before half after 
seven o’clock, the kitchen be in regular order, the fires lighted, and every 
thing prepared for her business : she shall receive from the Storekeeper 
the different articles to be prepared as food for the patients and attend- 
ants, and be particular as to the quantity required; it shall be her duty 
to see that the meals are properly dressed, and ready at the particular 
periods specified for delivery. 

72. She shall keep all the utensils employed by her with the greatest 
cleanliness, and never omit, before retiring to rest, to have the boilers 
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well scoured, and tlie kitchen and scullery thoroughly ventilated and 

purified. 

73. She shall not allow loiterers, whether patients or attendants, to 
remain in the kitchen. 



THE LAUNDRESS. The Laund- 

ress. 

74. The Laundress shall take charge of the patients employed to assist 
her, and, when their business is over, shall see that they return to the 
safe keeping of the attendants in their respective divisions. 

75 . She shall keep a book, to be called the “ Laundry Book,” in which 
are to be entered, under separate heads, the various articles, soap, blue, 
starch, tfcc., &c., received by her from the Storekeeper; and also a book 
containing an exact list of the foul clothes to be washed and returned by 
her weekly to the different divisions ; any requisition or cause of com- 
plaint, in her department, is to be conveyed by her to the Matron. 



THE PORTER. The Porter. 

76. The Porter shall have charge of the hall and adjoining public 
apartments, and have them kept with neatness and order ; also the entrance 
and grounds immediately in its front. 

77. In the morning, during the summer months, he shall, at half-past 
five o’clock, ring the bell to call up the servants and attendants ; during 
the winter, at a quarter before seven. 

78. At night he shall see that all the doors are locked, and the different 
yards duly protected — in summer, at nine o’clock, p.m. ; and in winter, at 
eight p.m. He shall then deposit all the keys intrusted to him with the 
Resident Medical Superintendent. 

79. When called on, he shall assist in taking charge of the male lunatics., 
under the directions of the Resident Medical Superintendent, and render 
himself generally useful. 



LAND STEWARD AND GARDENER. j.and 

Steward 

80. He shall attend at the hours named by the Medical Superintendent 
to receive the different classes for their respective labours. 

81. He shall take charge of all the implements used on the farm, and 
he accountable for them. He shall superintend the lunatics when employed 
on the grounds, and assist the attendants generally in the care of them. 

82. He shall make no purchase whatever of seeds, shrubs, &c., <kc., 
neither shall he employ hired labourers without directions to do so from 
the Board. 

83. He shall keep a book containing an account, from month to month, 
of the expenditure on the farm and garden, and of the produce thereof ; 
he shall enter .in it the number of patients employed, as well as the 
amount of vegetables delivered by him daily for the use of the Asylum. 

S4. He shall he responsible for the neatness, order, and cultivation of 
the grounds, and the good condition of tlie farm. 

85. He is to obey all orders he may receive from the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, in regard to the patients under his charge, and in no 
case absent himself from his duties without leave. 
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GATE-KEEPER . 

86. He shall take care that the gate-house and ground adjoining it are 
at all times kept in a state of neatness and order. 

87. He shall not admit any stranger without entering the name and 

the object of the visit, neither is he to permit any servant belon«nn«r to 
the Asylum to go out, except on a pass, with the name of the party 
inscribed thereon, signed by the Resident Medical Superintendent or in 
his absence, by the Matron or Clerk, with the sanction of the Consulting 
and Visiting Physician. ° 

SS. He shall enter the date of all passes, together with the hours of 
return, in the Grate Porter’s Book, which is to be brought up every morning 
to the office for the examination and signature of the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, without whose sanction no admittance or exit shall be 
allowed to any non-resident officer or servant except through the public 
entrances. 

89. He shall be at all times most cautious in guarding against the 
unauthorized introduction of spirituous liquors or cordials of any kind, or 
any other article which may be prohibited by the Board, and shall 
promptly report to the Resident Medical Superintendent any case of im- 
propriety of conduct which may come under his observation. 

90. In case any misunderstanding shall occur between the officers 
attached to an Asylum with reference to their respective duties, and the 
mode of carrying them out, or to the meaning of the foregoing Rules, the 
subject of misunderstanding shall he referred to the Inspectors, who are 
to communicate their decision to the Board of Governors. 

91. No question relating to increased expenditure, to alterations in the 
staff or management of an Asylum, to the sub-division of old or creation 
of new offices, or to any other subject of importance, shall be taken into 
consideration, without a month’s previous notice ; and no resolution of the 
Board affecting the discipline or management of an Asylum as established 
by the present Rules, shall take effect, if contrary to any of them ; nor, 
though conformable thereto, until after it shall have been submitted, 
through the Inspectors, to the Chief or Under Secretary, and shall have 
received the approval of the Lord Lieutenant. 

92. In any District Lunatic Asylum in which the person at present 
holding the office of Manager is not a medical man, the foregoing Rules 
shall not come into operation until he shall cease to hold that office; and, 
in the meantime, the Rules hereinbefore recited shall remain in force in 
such Asylum.
